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The following Notes were suggested to the writer by the perusal 
of Mr. James Parker's recent Liturgical publications.* They 
relate to some passages of history, which he had previously been 
led to investigate. It occurred to him that they might be put 
into a shape which might perhaps be acceptable to some of 
those whose studies have taken the same direction, without 
entering into any disputed or disputable questions of Ecclesias^ 
tical law. Those questions depend, not upon historical in- 
vestigations of this kind, but upon the legal construction and 
effect of Statutes and other public documents. In the few 
references t6 questions of law which will be found in these 
pages, nothing has been advanced which the writer believes to 
be open to any variety of opinion. 



If the modern revival of Liturgical controversies had borne 
no other fruit than Mr. Parker's volumes, English literature 
would have derived substantial gain from so elaborate a con-

tribution towards a minute study of their subject. The author 
tells us, in the Preface to his * Introduction,' that his work is 
not polemical; though he acknowledges that modern Ritual 
controversy has had a certain degree of influence over its struc- 
ture. There is room for much difference of opinion as to the 
value and importance of the matter which he has collected, and 
the inferences which he has drawn from it : but there can be 
none as to the patience, dispassionateness, and good faith, with 
which he has conducted his inquiries. 

The two volumes constitute together a single work. The first 
ninety-one and last seventy-eight pages of the ' Introduction ' 
contain a summary of English Liturgical history, from the 
accession of Edward VI. to the close of the year 1661, and 
from the latter date to St. Bartholomew's day, 1662. The 
earlier parts of this history are concisely treated ; but the pro- 
ceedings of Convocation and of Parliament, in 1661-2, are 
exhibited in as full detail as Mr. Parker's researches enabled 
him to present them. Of the intermediate 357 pages, the pri- 
mary object is to trace the history of all the alterations of the 
Liturgy introduced in 1661-2, as they appear, both in the book 
annexed to the Act of Uniformity of 1662, and in the printed 
book with manuscript alterations and additions, now in the 
Library of the House of Lords, from which the ' Annexed Book ' 
was supposed to be transcribed ; and which Mr. Parker, not 
improperly, calls the * Convocation Book.' This part, however, 
of the volume is really devoted, in at least an equal degree, to 
an inquiry into the influence exercised by Bishop Cosin over 
the Revision of 1661. For this purpose the manuscript entries 
in two printed Prayer-books of 1619 and 1634, in the former 
by Cosin's own hand, with subsequent corrections by Sancroft, 
acting as a secretary, and in the latter by Sancroft, transcrib- 
ing (with a few changes) those left standing in the first ; and 
the three series of ' Notes ' made or collected by Cpsin at 
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different uncertain dates before the Restoration, and his memo- * 
randum of ^Particulars to be considered, explained, and cor- 
rected in the Book of Common Prayer,'* are carefully collated 
with the results of the Revision, and are also compared with 
the * Exceptions ' of the Puritans, and the * Answers ' of the 
bishops at the Savoy Conference, and with some suggestions of 
Bishop Wren and others. Bfeth the booigs, which (following 
Mr. Parker) it will be convenient to designate as * Cosin's ' and 
* Bancroft's ' books, are clearly shown to have been made use 
of by the bishops in 1661 for the purposes of the Revision : 
though their exact relation to that work may not be that which 
is supposed by Mr. Parker. It does not appear that the * Notes ' 
or * Particulars,' &c., were then made use of, except so far as 
it may be presumed that they were referred to in the course 
of the preparation of * Cosin's Book.' 

Mr. Parker's conclusion, upon the whole matter, is, that 
Cosin's was the leading influence in the work of Revision : — 
that the proceedings at the Savoy Conference, and the other 
suggestions of which he takes notice, contributed little to it : — 
and that most of the changes actually made originated in the 
mind of that prelate, t And it would seem, from certain passages 
in the sections, entitled * Historical Survey of Cosin's Correc- 
tions,' and ' Historical Survey of the work of Revision,'} and 
some illustrations, given in the Preface, § of the way in which 
Mr. Parker would use his materials for the elucidation of 
controverted questions as to the meaning and effect of disputed

Rubrics in our present Prayer-book, that he considers the 
private * Notes ' and opinions of Bishop Cosin, and some of the 
events of his life, to be, under these circumstances, legitimate 
aids towards the solution of such questions ; and also, that, for 
the same purpose, he thinks regard may properly be had to 
the details of what passed, during the process of legislation, in 
Convocation and in Parliament, and in committees appointed 
by those Assemblies. 

It is impossible not to be struck by the wide difference 
between such an estimate of the nature of the evidence applic- 
able to the exposition of authoritative public documents, and 
that of the Law of England. Every tiro knows, that although, 
within certain well-understood limits, our law takes into ac- 
count known extrinsic facts and subsequent public usage, as 
admissible aids towards the solution of doubtful questions of 
interpretation, no regard whatever can be paid, in the interpre- 
tation {e.g^ of an Act of Parliament, to the private opinions or 
intentions of its framers, to the speeches or discussions which 
took place while it was passing through Parliament, or to the 
adoption or rejection, in either House, during the preparatory 
stages before it became law, of any amendments or alterations 
tending to vary its form or effect. The reasons for this state 
of the law are not technical, but are such as might be supposed 
to recommend themselves to every man's good sense. The 
document to be interpreted is the ultimate product of the whole 
process of legislation. The intention to be investigated is that 
of the collective Legislature, not of any of its members or com- 
ponent parts ; which can only be discovered from the terms of the 
law as passed, read in the light of those relevant facts which the 
whole Legislature may be presumed to have had in contempla- 
tion. The propositions embodied in that law may have recom- 
mended themselves for different reasons to different minds. 
What was proposed, but not adopted, may have been either dis- 
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approved on its merits, or simply deemed superfluous. Even, 
therefore, if the proof of the intention of the mover of a particu- 
lar proposition were direct and demonstrative, it is immaterial, 
unless it appears on the face of the law. Its irrelevancy is still 
more manifest when (like many of the matters taken into 
account by Mr. Parker) the proof is conjectural and imperfect. 

It is possible, however, while demurring to the principle which 
seems to pervade some of the argumentative portions of Mr, 
Parker's work, to recognise the historical interest which may 
attach to investigations, irrelevant for the purpose of legal exposi- 
tion. And it is from this point of view that it is proposed to 
follow him over some parts of the field which he has traversed. 

The history of the Prayer-book of 1559 first invites notice. 
It may, perhaps, be hypercritical to except to the use of the word

Catholic direction. These * Replies ' are described by Guest 
as setting forth ^some causes of the Order taken in the new 
service-book,' which he desired * the Parliament with one 
voice to enact, and the realm with true heart to use.' Strype's 
paraphrase,* that Guest gave ' reasons for his own emendations 
and alterations,' is evidently erroneous. Except as to kneeling 
at the reception of the Sacrament, the reasons given are all 
against the alterations of the book of 1552 suggested by Cecil, 
and not in favour of any others. The * new service-book ' was, 
beyond doubt, the book of 1552, with only those few alterations 
which are mentioned in the third section of Queen Elizabeth's 
Act of Uniformity, and (probably) some relaxation of the 
Rubric as to kneeling at the Sacrament, which the Queen, or her 
Parliament, rejected. The alterations were only (1) some changes 
in the Table of Lessons (not completed till two years after- 
wards) ; (2) some additions (quite new, and of no doctrinal sig- 
nificance) to the Litany ; (3) the omission from one of the suf&ages 
in the Litany of the prayer against * the Bishop of Rome and all 
his detestable enormities,' which had been in both King Edward's 
books ; and (4) the combination, in the sentences used upon the 
delivery of the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper to the commu- 
nicants, of the forms of the first with those of the second book. 
The ' Black Rubric,' or Declaration as to kneeling at the Holy 
Communion (to the omission of which at this time Burnet f and 
EchardJ ascribe considerable importance), was not part of the 
book of 1552, as authorised by the statute of that year. It was 
added, without Parliamentary authority, under a subsequent 
proclamation of King Edward ; and on the recurrence, by the 
Act of Uniformity of 1559, to the Statutory Book of 1552, it 
fell to the ground. 

But, although these were the only changes in the text of the

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book of 1552, its restoration was subject to the two provisos 
contained in the 25th and 26th sections of the Act of 1559 : — 
that the ' Ornaments ' of the first book were to ' be retained ' 
and ' be in use,' * until other order should be therein taken ' by 
the Queen's authority, with the advice of the Metropolitan or 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners ; and that the Queen, with like 
advice, might ordain and publish ' further ceremonies or rites.' 

It is singular that in the editions of the Prayer-book, printed 
in 1559 and afterwards, two new Rubrics * were, without any 
apparent authority, ecclesiastical or civil, substituted for those 
which immediately preceded the Order of Morning Prayer in 
the book of 1552 ; both touching upon the battle-ground of 
controversies which agitated the Church for more than a century 
afterwards, and the ashes of which have again burst into flame 
within the last thirty years. Gibson, in his ' Codex,' f notices 
the fact that neither of those Rubrics formed part of the Prayer- 
book authorised by law, before 1663. Cosin (notwithstanding 
that * remarkable attention and deference to Acts of Parliament,' 
which, as Mr, Parker truly says,t is characteristic of his 
* Notes ' and * Particulars,' &c.) took no notice of it ; though he 
commented upon those Rubrics in several places ; and though 
Mr. Parker conjectures that he may have caused the second of 
them to be altered in 1661, * in consequence of the illegal 
character of the Rubrick, which gave the Puritans the advantage 
in disregarding it.' § 

The change in the first Rubric (relating to a subject on which 
the Act of 1559 was silent) was more than formal. The 
authorised Rubric of 1552 said, that (subject, in case of contro- 
versy, to the appointment of the Ordinary), * the Morning and 
Evening Prayer ' should * be used in such place of the church.

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chapel, or chancel, and the minister ' should ^ so turn himself, as 
the people might best hear.' The unauthorised Rubric of 1559 
said, that it should *be used in the accustomed place of the 
church, chapel, or chancel, except it' should *be otherwise deter- 
mined by the Ordinary of the place.' This difference was not 
immaterial to the question afterwards so warmly debated between 
the two parties, headed respectively by Archbishop Laud and 
Bishop Williams, as to the proper position of the Communion 
Table at communion time ; when it was directed to * stand in 
the body of the church, or in the chancel, where Morning 
Prayer and Evening Prayer be appointed to be said.' The 
principle of the authorised Rubric might reasonably have been 
contended to be the same with that of Queen Elizabeth's Injunc- 
tion* (afterwards embodied in the 82nd Canon of 1603-4) ; that 
the table should * be so placed, in good sort, within the chancel, 
as whereby the minister may be more conveniently heard of the 
communicants in his prayer and ministration, and the com- 
municants also more conveniently and in more number commu- 
nicate with the said minister :' and of the * Advertisement,' 
* that the common prayer be said or sung decently and dis- 
tinctly in such place as the Ordinary shall think meet for the 
largeness and straightness of the church and quire, so that 
the people may be most edified.'f It must have been on this 
principle that Bishop Williams, in his * Letter to the Vicar of 
Grantham,' J admitted, that the place in the chancel where the 
altar stood might be * the most decent situation ' for the table, 
not only when there was no communion, but ' for use too, when 
the quire is mounted by steps, and open, so that he that officiates 
may be seen and heard of all the congregation ;' and that his 
antagonist Heylyn, in his 'Coal from the Altar,' § added, 'that

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in all the lesser churches, such as country churches for the most 
part are, and in all others where the minister standing at the 
altar may be heard conveniently, the table may stand altar- 
wise, in the time of ministration,' A rule derived from custom, 
on the other hand, might have been very different ; even if 
Cosin's argument from the custom before 1552 * could have been 
maintained ; which (considering that the word *• accustomed ' 
for the first time occurred in the unauthorised Rubric of 1559, 
without any express reference to the practice of any former 
time), seems hardly possible. 

With respect to the second, or * Ornaments' Rubric, Strypef 
speaks of a * proviso,' to that effect, as having been in the * new 
service-book,' when finished by the divines whom the Queen's 
ministers had consulted. It is, however, quite certain, from 
Guest's letter,t that nothing of the kind was in the book when 
it was sent to Cecil to be brought before Parliament ; because 
he there defends the use of the surplice only, on all occasions. 
Strype, in this passage, misstates the effect of a letter of Sandys, 
which he quotes in the immediate context, and from which 
some of the words which he uses are taken. Mr. Parker,§ 
following him, finds in the same letter proof that the * Orna- 
ments ' Rubric of 1559 ' was deliberately inserted, in its proper 
place, by the Revisers ;' his theory || being, that * the words, 
which Parker or Guest, or one of the other Revisers, wrote in 
the copy which was prepared for the printers, were copied from 
the rough draft of the clause before it was engrossed in the

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Act ;' and that * this ' {i.e. the form of the clause) ' was after- 
wards slightly varied.' It stands in the way of this theory, that 
the Act itself was printed at the beginning of the book, and the 
Rubric expressly referred to th^ Act as so printed ; and even if 
so gratuitous a conjecture * could be accepted, as that this re- 
ference may have been due to a misunderstanding by the printer 
of some marginal direction, the ' printer could not well have 
been referred to an Act which had not passed. Ingenious, how- 
ever, or not, the theory rests entirely on the letter of Sandys : 
the whole of which Mr. Parker can scarcely have considered, 
because, when it is read, it proves the exact contrary. It is 
to be found in the * Parker Correspondence ;'t and also in 
Burnet's ' Collection of Records,' J where it is entitled, ' J)t. 
Sands' letter to Dr. Parker, concerning some proceedings in 
Parliament,' — a heading or endorsement (by whomsoever made) 
which accurately describes its contents. It was written by 
Sandys in London, to the future Archbishop at Cambridge, and 
is dated the 30th of April, 1559, just eight days before the close 
of the then Session of Parliament. After a short preamble, the 
writer says : — 

' I trust we shall not linger here long, for the Parliament draweth 
towards an end. The Book of Service is gone through, with a 
proviso to retain the Ornaments which were in the Church in the first 
and second year of King Edward YI., until it please the Queen to 
take other order for them. Our gloss upon this text is, that we shall 
not be forced to use them, but that others in the mean time shall not 
convey them away, but that they may remain for the Queen. After 
ibis Book was passed, Boxall§ and others quarrelled with it, that, 
according to the order of the Scripture, we had not gratiarum 
cuitio ; for, saith he, Dominus acc&pit panem, gratias agit : but in the 
time of consecration, we give no thanks. This he put into the

and Windsor under Queen Mary, to 
whom he had been Secretary of State. 
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Treasurer's head, and into Count de Feror's* head ; and he laboured 
to alienate the Queen's Majesty from confirming the Act ; but I trust 
they cannot prevail. Mr. Secretary is earnest with the Book, and we 
have minuted reasons to maintain that part.' 

He then goes on to speak of the passing of the Bill of Supre- 
nfticy, *• with a proviso that nothing shall be judged heresy which 
is not condemned by the canonical Scriptures and four General 
Councils ;' of the Queen's refui^al to take the title of ' Supreme 
Head ;' and of her stopping the Bill concerning the marriage 
of the clergy. * The Bill,' he adds, ' is in hand to restore men 
to their livings ; how it will end, I know not. The Parliament 
is like to end shortly ; and then we shall understand how they 
mind to use us.' 

This letter speaks for itself. It was written after the two 
Bills, of Uniformity and Supremacy, had * gone through' Par- 
liament, and when they were waiting for the Royal Assent. 
Each of these is spoken of as having passed * with a proviso^ 
the proper word to describe a clause of exception or qualification 
in an Act of Parliament. This (in the case with which we 
have to do) is further described in terms which are found in 
the Act of Parliament, but which were not found in the Rubric. 
Upon Sandys' * gloss ' (which, as Strype justly says, * must be 
looked upon as a conjecture of a private man ') it is unnecessary 
to dwell. It shows, however, that even in 1559 some of the 
divines of the school to which Sandys belonged were prepared 
(whether reasonably or otherwise) to interpret that proviso as 
leaving the * Ornaments ' of 1552 still in force, and as imposing 
no legal obligation to wear the vestments of 1549. 

The true account of the genesis of the * Ornaments ' Rubric of 
1559 seems to be this. It was thought necessary, by those who 
prepared the book for the press, to alter the Rubric of 1552, so 
as to make it agree in sense with (what they understood to be)

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the immediate eflFect of the clause of the Act, which controlled 
its operation. They left standing its introductory words down 
to the verb * use,' and drew a pen through the rest. To make 
the sense fit, they converted the words of the statute, ' such 
ornaments of the Church and of the ministers thereof,' into 
others which they thought equivalent, and which the nomina- 
tive case and verb, ' the minister shall use,' might properly 
govern, viz. * such ornaments in the Church ;' taking the rest 
of the description of them from the words of the statute, and 
ending with a reference to the statute itself, as printed at the 
beginning of the book. 

Passing on to the next stage in the history, we find opinion 
as to clerical attire in the performance of Divine offices fluctua- 
ting, from 1559 to 1564, between two extremes; the one 
favouring (as Cecil had done) the general use of cope as well 
as surplice in the celebration of the Holy Communion ; the 
other objecting to the compulsory use of the surplice on any 
occasion whatever. The former view is represented in one of 
the suggestions for future legislation, contained in the paper 
said to have been drawn up by Archbishop Parker and Bishop 
Cox, entitled * Interpretations ' {i.e. of the Queen's Injunctions), 
* and Further Considerations ;' * the other in the proceedings 
of the party headed by Dean No well in the Convocation of 1562.t 
The alb and chasuble seem to have then found no advocates : 
there is reason to suppose that the 30th Royal Injunction of 
1559 was practically interpreted as excluding them, without 
much inquiry into the sufficiency of that authority for such 
a purpose : and in many places they (and copes also) were 
defaced or destroyed, under pretence of executing the Queen's 
orders against ^ monuments of superstition.'

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In 1564, the attention of the Queen was directed to the dis- 
order and inconsistency of practice on this subject then prevail- 
ing in the Church : * and her determination to establish, by 
the use of all legal means, such a rule for the future as might 
secure uniformity, was declared in her celebrated letter to Arch- 
bishop Parker, t of the 25th January, 1564-5. The ' Adver- 
tisements ' issued under it rather more than a year later, {i.e, 
soon after the 28th March, 1566), were the result. 

The interpretation and legal effect of the ' Advertisements,' 
and the recognition which they received from the official acts 
of public authorities, belong to the province of law, into 
which it is not proposed to enter; but the controversy as to 
their authority belongs to history. No writer of reputation, in 
any work published before the eighteenth century, seems to have 
suggested a doubt that they were, as a' matter oifact^ authorised 
by Queen Elizabeth. Hooker, J in his letter to Archbishop Whit- 
gift, answering the ' Supplication ' made by Travers to the Privy 
Council in 1586, described them as * a decree agreed upon by the 
Bishops, and confirmed by Her Majesty's authority,' Sparke,§ 
one of the Puritan representatives at the Hampton Court Con- 
ference, who after it recommended conformity, wrote, in 1607, 
thus : — 

' I cannot deny but that, at the first, by the statute 1 Elizabeth, 
ministers were to use in their ministration the same ornaments that 
were in use in the reign of Edward YI., and in the second year of 
his reign, amongst which this alb was. But her Majesty, by virtue 
of the said statute, with the consent of the Archbishop and High 
Commissioners, in the seventh year of her reign (as appears by the 
" Book of Advertisements," then by authority published), belike of

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purpose to remove the scandal taken by the Popish alb, appointed 
the surplice, in the form and manner that we wear it, to be used 
instead thereof.' 

Lestrange, in his ' Alliance of Divine Offices,' * published in 
1659, spoke of the ' Advertisements ' as an exercise, by Queen 
Elizabeth, of the power reserved to her by the 25th section of 
the Act of 1559. Heylyn (who died in 1662), in his * History 
of the Reformation,' t said : — 

' To bring this quarrel to an end, or otherwise to render all oppo- 
nents the more inexcusable, the Queen thought fit to make a further 
signification of her royal pleasure — ^not grounded only on the sove- 
reign power and prerogative Boyal, by which she published the 
^' Injunctions " in the first year of her reign, but legally declared by 
her Commissioners for causes Ecclesiastical, according to the Acts 
and Statutes made in that behalf. The Archbishop is thereupon 
required to consult together with such Bishops and Commissioners as 
were next at hand, upon the making of such rules and orders as they 
thought necessary for the peace of the Church, with reference to the 
present condition and estate thereof ; which being accordingly pre- 
sented to the Queen, and by her approved, the said rules and orders 
were set forth and published in a certain book intituled " Advertise- 
ments," &c. (he gives the fall title) ; * and that they might be known 
to have the stamp of Eoyal authority, a Preface was prefixed before 
them, in which it was expressed that,' &c. (stating the Preface); 'and, 
finally, that in obedience to her commands, the said Metropolitan 
and the rest had agreed upon the rules and orders ensuing, which 
were by her thought meet to be used and followed.' 

It is true, that some later ecclesiastical historians,! of the 
eighteenth century, professing to follow Strype, (the first volume 
of whose ' Annals ' appeared in 1709,) represented the Queen 
as having never given any sanction to the publication of the 
* Advertisements.' These writers seem to have taken what

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is said in the ' Annals, * (where this subject is not pursued be- 
yond the events of the year 1564-5), and in one chapter of the 

* Life of Parker ' t containing the events of that year only, as 
if Strype had said nothing more about the matter. Even, how- 
ever, at the end of that chapter,J after having spoken of the 
rejection of the first draft of the ' Advertisements,' and of other 
difficulties encountered by the Archbishop and by Grindal, he 
had added, that those difficulties were finally overcome ; and his 
narrative of the events of the next and later years, in subsequent 
chapters,§ traces the sequel down to the promulgation of the 

* Advertisements ' in their ultimate form, their enforcement by 
law, and the schism || to which they led ; ascribing all that was 
so done, as distinctly as possible, to the will and commandment 
of the Queen .IT 

There is one passage in Strype,** avowedly conjectural, which, 
being itself erroneous, may not improbably be the principal 
source of the error of Collier and Neal : — that in which he 
suggests that when, in March 1564^5, the Articles, as first pro- 
posed by the bishops, were refused by the Queen's Council, — 

'The Archbishop thought it advisable to print them, under his 
and the rest of the Commissioners' hands, to signify at least what 
their judgment and will was, and to let their authority go as far as 
it would, which was probable to take some effect with the greater 
part of the clergy, especially considering their canonical obedience 
they had sworn to their diocesans. But, because the book wanted

and ineffective state of the law.

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the Queen's authority, they thought fit not to term the contents thereof 
" Articles" or " Ordinances," by which name they at first went, but, 
by a modester denomination, '* Advertisements." This' (he adds) 
' was the reason that there is some difference in the preface thereof, 
as we have it printed in Bishop Sparrow's Collections, from that 
which is in the manuscript copy, sent to the Secretary.' 

And he speaks afterwards of other differences. 

All this occurs in Strype's narrative of the events of the year 
1564-5. He had evidently not compared with the rejected 
draft, or with Sparrow's reprint, the original text of the ' Adver- 
tisements,' as officially issued in 1566 ; which, perhaps, he may 
have never seen : and he may reasonably be supposed to have 
been misled by the date, *A.D. 1564,' at the foot of Bishop 
Sparrow's title-pages. That date does not occur in the original 
of any early or authentic edition : and it is, no doubt, to be 
traced to the same cause, which led the * Advertisements ' to 
be commonly cited,* as of the seventh year of Queen Eliza- 
beth's reign : — viz. the mention of that year in their title ; where 
it, in fact, relates to the Queen's letter, and not to the promul- 
gation of the Order taken pursuant thereto. But, as the time 
of the first publication did not there appear, this distinction 
was, in a very short time, lost sight of. 

That the * Advertisements ' were never published in their 
rejected form, (in which the preamble was diflFerent, and there 
were eight additional Articles, afterwards omitted), we know 
from Cecil's endorsement : f * These were not authorised^ nor 
published^ That they were not printed before 1566 in the 
form which they finally assumed, we know from Archbishop 
Parker's two letters, J both dated the 28th of March, 1566, to 
Grindal and Cecil : in the former of which he speaks of the 
' orders,' (enclosing them for official publication in the diocese

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of London,) as ^ agreed upon among us long ago, and yet in 
certain respects not published ; ' — and, in the latter, he says to 
Cecil, (enclosing both the * Advertisements ' and the letter, not 
yet sent, to Grindal,) * This form is but newly printed, and yet 
stayed till I may have your advice/ The reprint, in Bishop 
Sparrow's Collection, diflfers from their ultimate form only in 
the addition to the foot of the title-page of the false date, 
*A.D. 1564' (in some editions, ^ Anno 7 Eliz, JR.' is added), and 
in the omission, probably accidental, from the title, of the words 
italicised in the following transcript (otherwise exact) of the 
title in the original text : — 

* Advertisments, partly for due order in the publique administra- 
tion of common prayers and usinge the holy Sacramentes, and partly 
for the apparell of all persons ecclesiasticall, by vertne of the 
Queens's majesties letters commaunding the same the xxv day of 
January in the seventh yeare of the reigne of oure Soveraigne Lsidy 
Elyzabeth, by the grace of God of Englande, Fraunce, and Irelande, 
Queene, defender of the faith, &c.* 

As early as 1717 (the date of Hearn's edition of 'Camden's 
Annals '), original copies of the first or any other early edition of 
the ' Advertisements' had become rare. Hearn, in his Preface,* 
reprinted them from one which he had seen in the Rawlinson 
Library ; adding, ' Monitiones istas, seorsim editas (nam edi- 
tionem in CoUectione Sparroviana nihil moror), non sine 
summa difficultate apud bibliopolas comparari posse.' The 
text in Wilkins' ' Concilia,' and in Card well's ' Documentary 
Annals,' is taken from this reprint by Hearn. Dibdin f men- 
tions two copies, as having been in Herbert's and Mr. Heber's 
libraries. There are in the British Museum three copies of 
the first edition, corresponding with Hearn's text in all respects.

There is also in the British Museum a later edition, corre- 
sponding with the first in absence of date, and in all other 
points except the spelling of some words : and a third, with 
other differences of spelling and of type, and with Wolfe's 
name at the back, instead of the foot, of the last page, followed 
by the date, * Anno Dam. MDLXXi: 

Wolfe (who died in 1574) was one of the printers to the 
Queen, under a patent,* originally granted by Edward VI. in 
1547 ; by which the exclusive privilege was conferred upon him 
of printing, publishing, and selling, all Latin, Greek, and He- 
brew books, and all others which might be commanded ; heavy 
penalties being denounced against those who should infringe 
that privilege. A list of his publications is given by Dibdin. 

* He was employed ' (says Strype)t * in printing several of Arch- 
bishop Cranmer's books, and most of the public orders and books for 
religion in the times of Henry VIII., Eang Edward, and Queen 
Elizabeth. . . . He was printer to the Queen, and a citizen of great 
esteem and reputation. Sir William Cecil took particular notice of 
him and favoured him ; and so did Parker, Archbishop of Canterbury.' 

The Puritan leaders were kept informed by their friends at 
Court of the whole course of events from the beginning of 
1564, as is evident from the contemporary ' Zurich Letters,' in 
which the question whether the orders for the use of the surplice 
&c., should be submitted to or not was discussed between them 
and the foreign Calvinistic Reformers ; the foreigners advising 
submission, and being at the same time in correspondence with

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seven English Prelates, whose sympathies were also in a Cal- 
vinistic direction — Grindal, Cox, and Horn (who all consented 
to, and signed the * Advertisements '), Parkhurst, Sandys, Jewell, 
and Pilkington. In this correspondence, and with reference to 
that question, the phrase, 'edictum regium,'* several times 
occurs : and it is throughout assumed, that the principle in- 
volved was that of obedience, in such matters, to the Queen's 
commandment. The whole Puritan interest at Court was 
exerted, in vain, to prevent the execution of those orders. 
Laurence Humfrey, in a letter printed (No. 27) in Strype's 
Appendix,t thus addressed the Queen herself : — 

'Eogamus igitur itermn atque itemm, Elizabetha Princeps, ut 
edictom tnum vestiarium ac ceremoniale vel abroges pie, vel pro- 
roges benign^. . . . Cor tua, O Eegina, erga nos clausa est miseri- 
cordia, qu£e patere solet omnibus ? Cedere non vis Princeps subditis ; 
at potes parcere demons miseris. Decretum publicum non vis 
rescindere ; relaxare potes, et remittere. Non potes legem toUere ; 
at poteris tolerare.' 

The publication of the * Advertisements' was followed, in the 
spring of the same year, 1566, by the Puritan ' Declaration,' % 
&c., and the ^ Examination ' § in reply to it: two pamphlets

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mentioned by Strype, * of which the history is given in a 
contemporaneous letter from Abel to BuUinger, dated the 6th of 
June, 1566. Of the ' Declaration,' &c., it is there stated, that 
one of five deprived London preachers had * caused to be printed 
a book against the Queen's command respecting the cap and 
surplice : but, as soon as the authorities heard of it, the book 
was prohibited, the printers cast into prison, and the copies 
destroyed : ' — and, of the * Examination,' that * another book was 
afterwards published by order of the Commissioners, wherein 
is declared the judgment of master Doctor Peter Martyr, and 
Master Bucer : viz., that every preacher and minister ecclesi- 
astical may wear a surplice, cap, and the other habits, without 
committing sin.' The whole controversy, in these pamphlets, is 
as to the moral obligation of obedience \o orders of ' the Prince,' 
enjoining the use of what the one calls * the upper apparell 
and ministring garments of the Pope's Church,' and the other, 
* the apparell prescribed by the lawes and orders of the Realme.' 
The former quotes and impugns the statement in * the Adver- 
tisements that are published in print,'| that the things in question 
were required, not as essential to the ministerial office, ' but 
only for decencie and comely order, uniformitie, and obedience 
to our Prince.' The latter justifies it, as sufficient proof that 
the minister * may with discharge of conscience obey his Prince, 
knowing that comelynes and order edifie the Churche of 
Christ.' 

In the summer of the same year, 1566, the chief ministers of 
the Puritan party sent two of their number, George Withers (as

from George Withers and John Bar- 
thelot to Bullinger, and from Withers 
to the Prince Elector Palatine) would 
have been perfectly correct ; and would 
not imply that the * Advertisements,' 
which the Bishops signed and issued, 
wanted Royal authority. 
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Strype supposes), and Percival Wiburn, on a mission to Geneva, 
to obtain the interposition of the leading ministers there.* 
They took with them a letter t from Coverdale, Humfrey, and 
Sampson to Farel, Viret, Beza, and others, dated in July 1566 ; 
and Beza sent them on to Zurich* with another J from himself 
to Gualter (3rd September, 1566), in which he suggested, that 
some of the leading Zurich Reformers should personally visit 
England, and interpose with the Queen. At Zurich they saw 
BuUinger and Gualter ; § and Wiburn drew up, and left with 
those Reformers, a paper || containing thirty-nine Articles of 
complaint against the existing state of things in the Church of 
England, one of which was directed against the ' Protestation,' and 
others against the * Apparel,' required by the * Advertisements.' 

< Ministers' (he sftid,.in his 7th Article) 'now protester and 
promise, that they will observe the laws of their country, as being 
good (as they are called) and wholesome, as well in matters external 
and political, as in the rites and ceremonies of the Church and all 
things which are there customary and in use ; and this too they must 
attest by their subscription.' And (in the 29th Article), ' In every 
church throughout England, during prayers, the minister must wear 
a linen garment, which we call a surplice. And in the larger 
churches, at the administration of the Lord's Supper, the chief 
minister must wear a silk garment, which they call a cope ; and two 
other ministers, formerly called the deacon and sub-deacon, must 
assist him to read the epistle and gospel.' **

equivalent with the eternal Word of 
God, and as of necessity to bind the 
consciences of her * [the Queen's] * sub- 
jects in the nature of them considered 
in themselves, or as they should add 
any efficacy or more holiness to the 
virtue of public prayer and to the sacra- 
ments ; but as temporal orders mere 
ecclesiastical, without any vain super- 
stition, and as rules in some part of 
discipline concerning decency, distinc- 
tion, and order for the time* (Oardw. 
*Doc. Ann.,' vol. i. p. 288). 
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obstringi :' — words, which are found in the * Advertisements,' 
and there alone. 

Through some accident, the letter of Gualter to Parkhurst, 
just quoted, was not seen by Bishop Cox till five years after- 
wards : when he wrote * (12th February, 1571) to Gualter, 
expostulating with him for having so easily listened to the 
representations of the malcontents. He says : — 

^ Yanissima sunt sane, quad a contentiosis tuis auribus insusurrantur ; 
nimirun), prsBter vestes multa alia obtmdi ecclesiis, et esse qui EeginsB 
nomine abutantur : prsBterea, ministros ejici ab ecclesiis, qui decretis 
quorundam subscribere nolunt. Quasi vero quidam sint in Anglid, 
qui private auctoritate decreta condere audeant, et fratribus observanda 
proponere ! Illud autem ut falsum, ita etiam iujurium est et EeginsB 
et Verbi ministris, nimirum quod indulgeamus BegisB Celsitudini, 
audacioremque reddamus, ut quidvis ex sue arbitrio statuat. Absit 
hoc, ut quisquam tale suspicetur de tam pi4 et religiosa heroina, cui 
summa semper religio est a praBScriptis legibus vel tantillum quidem 
deflectere.' 

With this reply, Gualter t expressed (9th June, 1572) his 
satisfaction ; and explained, that his visitors in 1566 had not 
only made other representations which had been proved to 
be untrue, but had added, * that their most grievous cause of 
complaint was, that most of the Bishops had become the willing 
executors of those things, which were daily coined at Court by 
superstitious and ambitious courtiers.' 

Pilkington, Bishop of Durham (who sympathised with the 
moderate Puritans), in a letter to Gualter of the 20th of July, 
1573,:^ after lamenting that ^the unhappy dispute about the 
affair of the habits and the dress of the clergy ' had then extended 
itself to the* whole outward regimen of the Church, and that all 
the blame was cast upon the bishops, proceeded thus : —

Jewell had, in substance, said the same thing in a letter to 
Bullinger and Lavater,* dated in February, 1565-6. 

There are also, in the Record Office, two unpublished 
State Papers, referred to in the decision of the Folkestone 
case, which were unknown to Strype and other later historians. 
The first of these is Grindal's official letter, as Bishop of London, 
to the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's, dated the 21st of May, 
1566 ; t in which he requires them to convene the clergy 
under their jurisdiction, and to enjoin them all, on pain of 
deprivation, 

* to prepare forthwith, and to weare, such habit and apparell as is 
ordayned by the Queene's Majesties authoritie expressed in the treaty 
intituled the Advertism^, &c., which I send herein enclosed unto 
you ; and in like to injoyne everie of them under the said payne of 
deprivacon as well to observe the order of mynistracon in the Church 
with surples, and in such forme as is sett forth in the saide treatie, 
as alsoe to require the subscription of every of them to the said 
Advertisem*"* 

The other is : — * Articles presented to Her Majesty ' (Queen 
Elizabeth) * by the Archbishop of Canterbury ' (Whitgift), * and 
the Bishop of Salisbury' (Piers), 'in the names of themselves 
and the Bishops of London, Rochester, Lincoln, Peterborough, 
Gloucester, at St. James, October 1583.'

This document is, evidently, the original draft of the cele- 
brated Articles of 1584;* in which the Article just cited 
became the fourth, omitting the words, as to which it was 
suggested in the draft that they might be left out, and adding 
(after * Advertisements ') * and her Majesty's Injunctions, anno 
primo.' That the Articles of 1584 were issued by the Queen's 
authority, appears distinctly from Archbishop Whitgift's official 
letter sending them to the Bishops and Ordinaries of his pro- 
vince ; a copy of which (as sent to the Bishop of London) is 
printed by Strype.f 

* Where of late ' (he says), ' by advice, as well of your Lordship, 
as of certain others of my brethren the bishops of my province, I 
have set down certain Articles for good orders to be observed in the 
Church of England, the true copy whereof I have sent unto you 
herewith, whereunto it hath pleased Her Majesty of her princely 
clemency to yield her most gracious assent and allowance ; to the 
intent that the said Articles may take the better effect throughout 
your diocese of London, I have thought good to will and require you, 
that with such care and diligence as appertaineth you cause the same 
Articles effectually to be put in execution throughout the same 
diocese of London.' 

There were, indeed, Puritan writers (generally anonymous).

* Advertisements ' as an execution of the statutory power of 
the Crown ; not (apparently) upon historical, but upon technical 
and formal grounds. Thus, a pamphleteer* of Queen Eliza- 
beth's time, mentioned by Strype, and also, in terms of dis- 
paragement, by Heam,'!' objected, that. * the book came forth 
without her Majesty's privilege, and was not printed by her 
Majesty's printer, or any in his name : ' an objection which 
has been shewn to be false in fact. A tract of 1605 J is 
referred to in the *Purchas Judgment,' in which (after con- 
tending that the penalties of the Act of 1559 did not apply 
to any contravention of the proviso in the 25th Section) the 
authority of the * Advertisements ' was disputed, on the ground 
that the Queen's approval ought to have unequivocally appeared 
on the face of them, but did not so appear ; complaint being, 
at the same time, made that the penalty of deprivation was 
enforced by the Ecclesiastical Courts against ministers who re- 
fused to wear the surplice : and that it was the 'Advertisements'

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they did chiefly proceed.' The ' Survey of the Book of Common 
Prayer' * (frequently referred to in Cosin's 'Notes'), which was 
published in 1606, does not (in any place which the present 
writer has examined) expressly mention the 'Advertisements.' 
But it represents the 58th Canon, ordering the use of surplices 
and hoods at the Holy Communion, as contradictory to the 
14th Canon, and to Queen Elizabeth's Act of Uniformity. 
And, putting the case hypothetically, that Queen Elizabeth did 
order the use of surplice and cope (which the author calls 
'garments of Baal's priests'), it suggests that the condition 
of the Statute would have been violated, which required all 
such ceremonies or rites as she should ordain to be ' for the 
advancement of God's glory,' &c. 

These arguments, or some of them, seem for a time to have 
made some impression upon the mind of Cosin. In one passage 
of his first set of ' Notes ' t (not derived by him from Bishop 
Andrewes, as has been sometimes erroneously supposed), he 
referred to the ' Advertisements ' as an exercise of the Queen's 
statutory power. In another,:^ he adopted the view which 
had been taken in the ' Survey,' as to the supposed discrepancy 
between the 14th and the 58th Canons. At some time after- 
wards, not ascertained, he corrected § this last passage, as having 
been written in forgetfulness of the statutory power. But in 
his later ' Notes,' || and 'Particulars to be considered,' T &c. (if 
they were, in fact, later than this correction), he again, in 
several places, represented the vestments of 1549 as still en- 
joined by law ; apparently on the ground, that no ' other order, 
so qualified^** as was required by the Act of 1559, had ever

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been taken. Mr. Parker* justly says, that *it is not clear to 
what qualification Cosin refers/ Yet these passages in Cosin's 
* Notes/ &c., when published in 1710, became the fountainhead 
of a new tradition, afterwards carried on by several writers of 
the eighteenth and present centuries — by NichoUs, Gibson, 
Wheatley, John Johnson, Burn, Cardwell, and others — reversing 
that of Hooker, Sparke, Lestrange, Wren, Heylyn, Sparrow, and 
every other earlier Churchman of views similar to Cosin's, ex- 
cept Cosin himself. 

Dr. Cardwell suggests a reason, which, if it had been his- 
torical or well-founded in law, might have explained this opinion. 
He says : t — 

'The Advertisements, • . . though they did not overcome the 
objections of the violent Puritans, moderated the ancient Bubric re- 
specting vestments, by removing the distinction between the Eucharist 
and other services in parish churches, and retaining it in cathedrals 
only. , , , It is true that these Advertisements were not binding in law, 
as they had not heen sanctioned under the Great Seal ; | but it is clear 
they were considered binding, as they certainly were approved by the 
Queen : and it had not yet heen ruled, that edicts issued by the Queen^s 
commission were not binding, unless they were confirmed by the Queen 
officially. See GroJce^s Beports, 2 e/iac, p. 37.' 

It was, of course, possible, that a public document, which for 
many years had been treated, not by unauthoritative writers only, 
but also in Canons and constitutions ecclesiastical, by bishops 
in their official visitations, and by Church Courts in their 
sentences, as issued with the authority of the Crown, might, 
by some later decision of a temporal court, have been proved to 
be deficient in some necessary point of form. But was there ever, 
in fact, any such decision ? Dr. Cardwell's reference (which 
is inaccurate) seems to be to a case of Keyley v. Manning^ §

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determined by the Court of King's Bench in 1630, as to the 
proper manner of pleading a certain Royal Proclamation by 
way of defence to a civil action ; which, it was held, should 
have been alleged to be under the Great Seal. The ' Adver- 
tisements,' whatever else they might be, were not a Royal 
Proclamation ; and the Judges, in Keyley v. Manning^ de- 
cided nothing as to the proper mode of executing a statutory 
power given to the Crown in terms such as those of the Act 
of Elizabeth, which prescribed no particular formality. The 
authority of the Crown may be given to acts of » State, the 
forms of which are not prescribed by custom or statute, without 
Seal, or Proclamation,, or Order in Council. The doctrine 
laid down in the * Purchas Judgment,' that, * if the Queen's 
mandative letter preceded * the compilation of the " Adver- 
tisements," and if they were afterwards enforced as by her 
authority, her assent must be presumed,' is not, to the know- 
ledge of the present writer, inconsistent with any previous 
decision, ever pronounced. 



Passing now to the alterations and additions introduced into 
the Prayer-book after the Hampton Court Conference, we find 
that Cosin t (again following, in his * Notes,' &c., the opinion 
previously advanced by the author of the ' Survey ') regarded 
them all as unauthorised and illegal. The author of the 
'Survey 'J thought that the powers given by the 25th and 
26th sections of the Act of 1559 were personal to, and died 
with. Queen Elizabeth. But the King never dies ; and in a

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statute giving the King powers for a public purpose, not limited 
as to time, his heirs and successors are, prima facie^ implied. 
Another argument found favour with some of the Puritans 
in the next reign ; viz. that even if the King's prerogative had 
extended so far, still the efficacy of his act did not continue 
beyond King James's lifetime, * all proclamations determining 
with the King's life.'* Those changes, however, were not made 
by Proclamation, but by Letters Patent f under the Great Seal, 
specifying them all in detail, as advised by the Metropolitan and 
the Ecclesiastical Commissioners : nor is there any law to the 
eflfect, that the exercise of a statutory power, by Royal Proclama- 
tion, may not endure beyond the life of the reigning Sovereign. 
An objection of more apparent weight might have been derived 
from the conditional character of the power given by the 26 th 
section, under which those changes were made. But the Crown 
lawyers, who must necessarily have been consulted on that occa- 
sion, probably thought that the King was the proper judge 
whether any such * contempt or irreverence,' as was supposed 
in that section, had happened, and that proof of it might be found 
in the circumstances under which the Hampton Court Confer- 
ence had been assembled, as recited in the Proclamation J by 
which the Letters Patent were followed. It might still be 
doubtful whether the power to ordain and publish further cere- 
monies or rites would authorise changes in the existing rites, as 
well as additions to them. But what was actually then done was 
chiefly by way of addition ; the rest was of small importance, 
and may have been thought sufficiently covered by the larger 
power. 

Mr. Parker observes,§ that * the Rubrics, as to the place of 
Morning Prayer, and on Church Ornaments, introduced in 
Elizabeth's reign,' were at this time ' kept intact, and totally un-

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Influenced bj the " Advertisements " of 1564.' It could not be 
otherwise, unless some unauthorised person had then taken 
occasion of the King's directions, to do what the King had not 
directed. Those Rubrics were not mentioned or referred to in 
any of the alterations or additions then made, or in the King's 
Letters Patent or Proclamation. The order to reprint the book, 
with the alterations and additions specifically mentioned, could 
not make anything not so mentioned (and as to which the King 
had not received the advice required by the statute), part of the 
Book of Common Prayer, unless it was so before. The subse- 
quent republication, therefore, of those Rubrics did not alter 
their effect, or their relation to the law. An illustration, suffi- 
ciently apposite, may be derived from a recent example, in which 
there might have been much greater reason for changes, which, 
nevertheless, were not made. In 1871 an Act of Parliament* 
was passed, authorising many deviations from the order of 
Divine Service prescribed by the present Rubrics. But the 
Rubrics themselves were, and have ever since been, ' kept intact,' 
and ' totally uninfluenced by ' that Act of Parliament ; and they 
may probably so remain until all the necessary authorities of 
Church and State are able to agree upon some general revision. 

The year 1640-1 is the next epoch to which Mr. Parker's 
work directs our attention ; and here we have another instance of 
the way in which, under the influence of controversy, historical 
errors may grow. On the 1st of March, 1640-1 (the day on 
which Laud was committed to the Tower), a Committee was 
appointed by the House of Lords,t ' to take into consideration 
all innovations in the Church concerning religion ; ' and a 
petition from Kent, complaining of such innovations, was

It consisted* of thirty lay Peers and ten 
bishops ; among whom were Bishop Williams of Lincoln 
(Chairman) ; Wren of Ely (then under notice of impeachment) ; 
Hall of Exeter (afterwards of Norwich) ; t and Warner of Ro- 
chester. Morton, Bishop of Durham, and two more lay Peers, 
were afterwards J added. On the 10th of March the Com- 
mittee was empowered, by Resolution of the House, § * to send 
for what divines they should please for their better information ; 
as the Lord Archbishop of Armagh ' (Ussher), * Dr. Prideaux, 
Dr. Warde, Dr. Twiste, Dr. Hacket.' On the 12th of March, 
when the Committee first met, Bishop Williams addressed a 
letter to these and eleven || other divines, summoning them * to 
attend as assistants to the Committee ; ' informing them that the 
Committee intended ' to examine all innovations in doctrine or 
discipline, introduced into the Church without law since the 
Reformation,' and afterwards (if necessary) ' to examine the de- 
grees and proportion of the Reformation itself;' and directing 
them ' to prepare their thoughts, studies, and meditations accord- 
ingly.' IT 

Of the divines thus summoned, eleven were Churchmen, 
noted for learning and, generally, for moderation (though some ot 
them were decided Calvinists) ; Archbishop Ussher ; Brownrigg, 
Prideaux, Westfield, Hacket, and Sanderson, all afterwards

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bishops ; Ward, Holdsworth, and Hill, then or afterwards 
Masters of Colleges and Professors at Cambridge ; Featlj, Rector 
of Lambeth ; and Shute, Archdeacon of Colchester. The rest 
were strong Puritans : Marshall and Burgess, (whom Clarendon * 
describes as having had more influence over that Parliament 
than the archbishop ever had at Court) ; Calamy, Twisse, and 
White of Dorchester, called the ' patriarch of the Puritans,* and 
praised as one of the most learned and moderate of his party. 

The Committee itself seems to have had four or, at most, 
five meetings ; t the last on the 8th of April, 1641. On the 7th 
of May the House of Lords instructed the bishops who were on 
it to inquire into and report upon certain books alleged to be 
' full of innovations of doctrine ;' after which there is no further 
notice of it on the journals. Laud j: had feared much, and 
others § had hoped much from it ; but it never made any Report, 
nor is there any public or other record of its proceedings. So 
little importance was attributed to it at that time, that it is not 
even mentioned by Clarendon || or Whitlocke, in May's '.History 
of the Long Parliament,' or in Rush worths or Nalson's ' Col- 
lections.' 

There are, however, besides the Lords' Journals and Arch- 
bishop Laud's Diary, three other sources of information upon 
this subject, which may be described as original ; viz. Fuller's 
' Church History,' who says IT that his narrative (published in 
1656) came from * one of the Committee ; ' the statements of 
Baxter, and the other Puritan Commissioners at the Savoy 
Conference (of whom Calamy was one) ; and Hacket's ' Life of

The substance of Fuller's narrative (with which that of Plume 
agrees) is, that the Lords' Committee appointed a 'Sub-Com- 
mittee,' consisting of their Chairman, Bishop Williams, and 
Bishops Morton and Hall, with the sixteen consulted divines as 
their assistants, ' to prepare matters for their ' (the Committee's) 

* cognizance.' This Sub-Committee met and debated, under the 
presidency of Bishop Williams, for six days, in the Jerusalem 
Chamber; during which time (to adopt Plume's paraphrase IT 
of Fuller's quainter words), ' many things were propounded ; but 
in the midst of May, while in order to settlement divers things 
were upon the loom, the Bill, called " Root and Branch," was 
brought into the House of Commons ; and that, like Atropos, 
cut off all the threads of this proceeding, so that the whole matter 
proved abortive and came to nullity.' 

A memorandum, one of the original prints ** of which is in 
the possession of the present writer, was drawn up (doubtless, 
for the consideration of this Sub-Committee) by seven of its 
members, and was printed in the same year (1641), though not 
by the Sub-Committee itself, or with its authority, as is evident 
from the title : ' A copie of the proceedings of some worthy and

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learned divines, appointed by the Lords to meet at the Bishop 
of Lincolnes in Westminster : touching innovations in the doc- 
trine and discipline of the Church of England, together with 
considerations upon the Prayer-book.' It was re-published, from 
Baxter's papers, by Sylvester,* in 1696, and abridged from his 
book by Neal;t and has been more recently reprinted at full 
length, from the same book, by Dr. Card well. :J Mr. Parker § 
falls into the error of calling it the ' Report ' of the Committee, 
by which it was certainly never seen ; nor could it with any 
greater propriety have been called a Report of the Sub- 
Committee. Dr. Cardwell, however, was led (apparently by 
the references made to it at the Savoy Conference) to suppose 
that its contents, generally, were ' agreed upon ' and * advised ' 
by all the Churchmen who attended the Sub-Committee ; and 
he describes them || as thereby making concessions, 

'surrendering by implication some of the most solemn convictions 
of a great portion of the clergy, on the authority of the Church, the 
natmre of the two Sacraments, and the sanctity of the priesthood. 
Their decision' (he says) 'became a record to be quoted as authority 
by future Nonconformists, and to be lamented by the orthodox* party 
as one of the many causes that weakened the defences of the Church, 
and led, by certain consequence, to its overthrow. As a series of 
concessions which on previous occasions they had refused — ^which 
abandoned in the outset the whole principle of Church-government, 
and was so closely followed by the violences it dreaded, that it might 
be said to have invited them — it was remembered by the Boyalists, 
when they recovered the ascendant, with feelings of irritation and 
resentment.'ir

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These are strong words : and it is due to the reputations on 
which the J seem to cast reproach, that their accuracy should be 
tested. 

The bishops, at the Savoy Conference, refused not only all 
the more important demands of their opponents, but several 
others,* the reasonableness of which was, in the end, practically 
admitted by giving effect to them. The discussion of those 
matters, upon that occasion, ended with the * Rejoinder ' of the 
Puritans ; in the * Preface' to which they said : — "j" 

' And whereas divers reverend bishops and doctors, in a paper in 
print before the late unhappy wars began, yielded to the laying 
aside of the cross, and the making many material alterations ; you, 
after twenty years such calamities and divisions, seem unwilling to 
grant what they, of their own accord, then offered.' 

The references to the same subject, in the body of the ' Re- 
joinder,' are these : — J 

(A.) ' We beseech you, deny not the name of Protestants to the 
Primate of Ireland, the Archbishop of York, and the many others, 
that had divers meetings for the reformation of the Liturgy, and 
who drew up that catalogue of faults or points that needed mending, 
which is yet to be seen in print.' 

(B.) 'Divers other unfit expressions' (t.e. in the Prayer-book) 'are 
mentioned in the exceptions of the late Archbishop of York and 
Primate of Ireland and others, before spoken of.' 

There is nothing more in the 'Rejoinder.' Baxter § ex- 
plained these allusions, by giving the text (not quite accurately 
copied) of the memorandum itself, with this introduction : — 

' And here, because they would abate us nothing at all considerable, 
but made things far harder and heavier than before, I will annex the

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concessions of Archbishop Ussher, Archbishop Williams, Bishop 
Morton, Bishop Holdsworth,* and many others, in a Committee at 
Westminster, before mentioned, 1641.' 

In the original print of the memorandum (though not in 
Baxter's copy, which was followed by Neal and Dr. Cardwell) 
the names of its known or reputed compilers, viz. * Archbishop 
of Armach, Bishop of Lincolne, Dr. Prideaux, Dr. Ward, Dr. 
Brownrig, Dr. Feately, Dr. Racket,' are given at the end. 

It t is divided into three parts. The two first parts are headed, 

* Innovations in doctrine,' and * Innovations in discipline.' To 
these the Puritans at the Conference do not appear to have 
referred at all. It is clear, upon the face of them,' \ that they 
are nothing more than a collection of alleged innovations noted 
for inquiry, or (as Neal§ says), * for the debate of the Com- 
jnittee ;' — in accordance with Fuller's statement, || that 'some 
complained' of such and such matters ; or Collier's,ir that 

* the greatest part of the company, being Calvinists either in 
doctrine or discipline, remonstrated against certain things.' In 
the first, or doctrinal part, the foremost item is, * whether, 
in the twentieth Article ' (of Religion) ' these words are not in- 
serted: — Habet Ecclesia authoritatem in controversiis Jidei?^ — a 
question, which, (as every Churchman on the Sub-Committee, 
however hostile to Laud, must have well known,) had been placed 
beyond the reach of any honest controversy by Laud's speech in 
1637,** at the proceedings in the Star-Chamber against Bastwick, 
Burton, and Prynne. In the second, or disciplinary part, the

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chief alleged novelties were the same as in most of the 
Puritan complaints, at that time current; e,g. in the charges 
against Laud, Wren,* and Cosin ; and in the London and 
Kentish Petitions, t (the latter referred to the Committee on 
the day of its appointment), and others of a similar character. 

What the Puritans at the Conference may be supposed 
really to have meant to rely upon was the third part of the 
memorandum, which was entitled, ^Considerations upon the 
Book of Common Prayer ;' % alleging, that (not all, but) 
^divers J or ^many* of the divines consulted in 1641, and 
particularly Ussher and Williams (Baxter adds Morton and 
Holdsworth), were willing, and of their own accord oflFered, 
to concede such changes in the Liturgy as were there, in the 
form of queries, noted for consideration. The * Rejoinder ' 
was the last word in that stage of the Conference ; and it is 
worthy of note that neither Bishop Warner (who was on the 
Committee of 1641), nor Sanderson or Hacket (both of whom 
were among the divines on the Church side who attendcfd all 
the proceedings of the Sub-Committee), was referred to by 
name ; though all three of them were Savoy Commissioners : 
and Racket's name is one of those appended to the printed 
memorandum. 

Hacket had been the friend of Williams, whose biographer he 
afterwards became. Mr. Parker § has, through some oversight, 
stated that he died on the 22nd of December, 1661, the day of his 
consecration to the see of Lichfield. || He lived till 1670. His 
account of the matter is this : — H

Their 
exceptions against our Liturgy were petty and stale, older than the 
old Exchange ; yet, for their contentment, the vote of the meeting did 
bend one way to castigate some phrases, to publish the next printed books, 
in all passages from the beginning to the end, with the translation of 
King James* Bible, and to furnish the Calendar altogether with lessons 
of canonical Scripture, dispunging the Apocrypha,^ The Bishop had 
undertaken a draught for regulating the government ecclesiastical, j;

They * condescended * (he says) * to 
print the Liturgic Psalms in King 
James's translation; to expunge all 
Apocryphal lessons, and alter some 
passages in the Book of Common 
Prayer, which divers of the Presbyterian 
divines said were satisfactory, save that 
the furious party of. them put the 
Commons upon the violent way,* p. 46.

A few 
weak brethren might take these alterations in good part, but the 
noted men of the faction could not bring themselves into fame and 
name, and somewhat else, but in a greater confusion. . . . The Pres- 
byterians understood that they should expose themselves and their 
cause to the censure of wise men, if they did adventure no further in 
conference at the Sub-committee. Therefore, to cut off the meeting 
in the heat and great hopes of it, they had a champion that brought 
a Bill into the House of Commons to take away for ever all arch- 
bishops, bishops, &c. ... So you have the first and the last part of 
the Presbyterian's actings with the other divines, whom the Lords 
appointed for a Sub-committee. There may well be a suspicion, 
when their deeds do make a confession, that they would prevail by 
force, when they could not by argument.' 

It is evident that Bishop Hacket, who lived in honour and 
general respect after the Restoration, was not conscious of any 
reproach attaching to the * concessions,' which the majority of the 
Sub-Committee, (of whom he was probably one,) had been willing 
to make. Even if those concessions had extended to every one of 
the changes in the Liturgy suggested by the ' queries ' * in the 
third part of the memorandum (of which there is no proof),

Among the errors in the 
text, as given by Cardwell, are the 
word * confined/ instead of * consigned,* 
in the 20th query; 'Communion/ in- 
stead of * Commination,' in the 30th ; 
and * Liturgy/ instead of * Litany/ in 
the 3l6t. 
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there is nothing in them to justify or account for Dr. Card well's 
description : — no * abandonment ' (express or implied), of any 
' principle of Church-government/ — nothing about * the authority 
of the Church,' or * the nature of the two Sacraments,' or * the 
sanctity of the priesthood ' — nothing even against the use of the 
surplice, or kneeling at the Holy Communion ; nothing as to the 
form of ordination, or the manner of administering the Lord's 
Supper. The most important queries were, whethe;^ there might 
not be some relaxation of the Rubrics as to daily service, and as 
to the frequency of communion in cathedrals ; a change in the 
form of absolution of the sick, from * I absolve thee,' to * I pro- 
nounce thee absolved ;' an omission from the Rubric which de- 
clared children (being baptized, and dying before the commission 
of sin) to * have all things necessary for their salvation,' of the 
superadded words, * and be undoubtedly saved :' and, as to the 
sign of the 'cross in baptism, * whether it be not fit to have some 
discreet rule made to take away all scandal from signing the 
cross upon infants after baptism ; or, if it shall seem more expe- 
dient to be quite disused, whether this reason' (suggesting one, 
derived from the association of that sign with the use of oil in 
ancient Liturgies) * shall be published.' 

Further, though less direct, evidence of the relative attitude 
of the moderate Churchmen and the Puritans upon the Sub- 
Committee may be obtained from the controversy carried 
on at that very time between Bishop Hall and Calamy and 
Marshall (with three others) * under the name of * Smectymnuus.' 
The Bishop, in the ' Defence ' t of his * Humble Remonstrance,' 
and in his subsequent Answer % to the * Vindication ' of 
* Smectymnuus,' referred to * that honourable and reverend

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Committee,' as likely to alter ^ whatever should be found, in the 
manner of the expressions ' (of the Liturgy), * fit to be changed ;' 
adding, ^ But the main fabric of it, which your reasons drive at, 
my hope is we shall never see to undergo an alteration.' 
* Smectymnuus ' said,* with much scorn, that such language gave 
^ just cause to suspect a mere design to gain upon the Parliament, 
and, by a pretended shadow of an alteration, to prevent a real 
and total reformation,' and to fear, 'that, although the time 
would not serve to make such an alteration as that of the Eng- 
lish Liturgy sent into Scotland, yet the alteration was like to be 
no better than that in Queen Elizabeth's time.' 

Twenty-one of the thirty-five queries of 1641 reappeared in 
the Puritan * Exceptions ' t at the Savoy Conference, Four of 
them were, either wholly or partially, conceded at that time by 
the bishops : of two more the concession was promised, but the 
promise was not afterwards fulfilled : three others were then 
refused, but were afterwards conceded. These, and several 
other concessions, ultimately made, of points stiffly refused at 
first, are accounted for by Mr. Parker J as in fact due to Bishop 
Cosin, in whose * book ' corresponding changes were made. 
But when, and why, were those changes made in that book ? 
Their origin cannot be traced to Cosin's own ' Notes,' or ' Par- 
ticulars to be considered,' &c. It is hardly probable that the 
Commissioners, of whom he was one, would have refused at the 
Conference, against his judgment, changes which, in deference to 
that judgment, were afterwards approved. No hypothesis, on 
the other hand, can be more reasonable, than that a caiaeful re- 
consideration of the Exceptions taken at the Conference may 
have led to those changes. There are other changes in the same

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book, which were opposed to Cosin's private opinions, as recorded 
in his * Notes ;' particularly one* as to the frequency of the com- 
munions of cathedral clergy, which had been asked for in 1641 
(not at the Savoy Conference), and was not ultimately gpranted. 

Mr. Parker evidently thinks t that the entries in * Cosin's 
Book ' had been accumulating for a long time before the Resto- 
ration ; and that, in the state in which it stood before Sancroft's 
alterations, that book was the product of Cosin's individual 
mind, influenced, no doubt, by the authorities from which his 
'Notes' had been compiled, but unaffected by anything which 
passed in 1661, at the Conference or elsewhere. To the present 
writer, on the contrary, there seems to be proof, approaching to 
demonstration, that (although some entries may have been made 
in it by Cosin long before), it was made up, and assumed the 
character which alone gives it importance, during the interval 
between the close J of the Savoy Conference and the meeting of 
Convocation on the 21st of November in that year ; and that 
it then represented the mind, not of Cosin only, but of others 
who were his fellow-labourers in the work. 

Mr. Parker § takes notice of the impossibility that the work 
done by the Upper House of Convocation between the 21st and 
the 27th of November, 1661, could have been got through, in 
that time, without previous preparation; but he makes no 
reference to the positive statement of Lord Clarendon, || which 
places this point beyond the region of conjecture. 

'The Bishops' (says Clarendon) 'had spent the vacation^ in 
making such alterations in the Book of Common Prayer as they 
thought* would make it more grateful to the dissenting brethren, for 
so the schismatioal party called themselves ; and such additions as 
in their judgments the temper of the present time and the past mis-

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carriages required. It was necessarily to be presented to the Con- 
Yocation, which is the national Synod of the Chnrch ; and that did 
not sit during the recess of the Parliament, and so came not together 
till the end of November.' 

The scheme of alterations, in the preparation of which * the 
bishops' (some, probably, of those who had been Savoy Com- 
missioners) spent this considerable interval of nearly four months, 
must of course have been written in a book ; which book must 
afterwards have become the t^t, on which the first deliberations 
of the Upper House of Convocation proceeded. It must neces- 
sarily have expressed, not the views of any one mind, but their 
collective work : and, if it was settled at meetings of bishops 
only, no hand would be more likely to be employed in recording 
their proposals than Cosin's. The book, which Mr. Parker calls 
* Cosin's,' was, before its alteration by Sancroft, exactly such a 
record as must have been made of such a work : — it extended 
even to the necessary directions for printing ; * which (though 
Mr. Parker thinks this may have been contemplated long before 
by Cosin) are not shown by any evidence to be of earlier date ; 
and which might naturally be expected to be found in any 
complete scheme of a revised Prayer-book prepared for the 
purpose of being submitted to Convocation. 

That ^Cosin's Book' (in its unaltered state) was, in fact, 
the original record of the preparation made by the bishops 
during those four months, seems to be proved by its ascertained 
relation to *• Sancroft's Book,' and the changes by which it was 
made (generally) to correspond with that book; and by the 
relation, also ascertained, of ^ Sancroft's Book ' to the proceedings 
of the bishops in the November Session of the Convocation of 
1661. Here it becomes necessary to refer to those proceedings. 

Lord Clarendon,! (speaking, no doubt, of what passed in both 
Houses of Convocation,) says, that *the consideration' of the 
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scheme presented ^ took up much time : all men offering such 
alterations and additions as were suitable to their own fancies, and 
the observations which thej had made in the time of confusion.' 
* The bishops ' (he proceeds to say) * were not all of one mind.' 
Some (whom he judges, partly by the light of subsequent events, 
to have been the wisest) were for changing nothing in the former 
Praver-book. 

' Others, equally grave, of great learning and unblen^ished reputa- 
tion, pressed earnestly both for the alterations and additions ; said, 
" that it was a common reproach upon the government of the Church, 
that it would not depart from the least unnecessary expression or 
word, nor explain the most insignificant ceremony, which would quiet 
or remove the doubts and jealousies of many conscientious men, that 
they did in truth signify somewhat that was not intended ; and there- 
fore, since some powerful men of that troublesome party had made 
it their earnest request that some such alterations and additions 
might be made, and professed that it would give great satisfaction to 
many very good men, it would be a great pity, now there was a fit 
opportunity for it (which had not been in former times of clamour) 
not to gratify them in some particulars, which did not make any 
important difference from what was before." ' 

* It may be ' (he adds) * there were some, who believed that 
the victory and triumph of the Church would be with the more 
lustre, if somewhat were inserted that might be understood to 
reflect upon the rude and rebellious behaviour of the late times, 
which had been regulated by that clergy. And so, both addi- 
tions and alterations were made.' 

When we turn to the ofiicial record of the Acts of Convoca- 
tion, we find, that the whole Liturgy, properly so called,* passed 
through the Upper House in five days ;t and was sent down by 
them to the Lower House, part on the 23rd, and the rest on the

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27th of Notember. To enable this to be done, a Committee of 
eight Bishops was appointed on the 21st of November, the 
first day of their meeting: — not merely (as Mr. Parker* 
appears to think) to prepare matter for the subsequent consi- 
deration of the whole Body, but really to continue every 
day's work, at Bishop Wren's house, after five o'clock in the 
afternoon : — the Convocation sitting only from 8 to 10 A.M. 
and from 2 to 4 P.M. on each day, and itself making progress 
in the same work, during those hours. ^ The Committee con- 
sisted of six of the twelve bishops who had been Savoy Com- 
missioners (Cosin, Wren, Morley, Henchman, Warner, and 
Sanderson), and two (Skinner and Nicholson) who were not. 
There is no trace of their having ever made any reports or 
report : t and the terms of their appointment show that they were 
entrusted with powers making this unnecessary : for the Upper 
House ^ commisit vices mas eisdem, aut eorum tribus ad minus, 
ad procedendum in dido negotio ; et ordinavit eos ad conveni- 
endum apud palatium reverendi patris domini Episcopi Eliensis, 
hora quinta post meridiem cujuslibet diei (exceptis diebus domi- 
nicis) donee dictum negotium perficiatur.' :J Nor can such a 
delegation of powers (amounting really to a continuation of the 
sittings of the Upper House, by some of its most trusted mem- 
bers, after business hours) seem extraordinary to those who 
know what was, at nearly the same time, done to obtain the 
concurrence of the Convocation of York. On the 23rd of 
November, the Archbishop of York, and the Bishops of Durham 
(Cosin), Carlisle, and Chester, addressed a letter to their own 
Lower House ; saying that all possible expedition was necessary ; 
that they were themselves sitting in consultation with the

or otherwise arising for consideration, 
would be then discussed. 
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Bishops of the Province of Canterbury ;* and that the ordinary 
course of proceeding would be too dilatory; and, upon those 
grounds, asking the Clergy of their province, on behalf of their 
whole Lower House, to appoint the Prolocutor of Canterbury, 
the Deans of Westminster and St. Paul's, and some others of the 
Clergy of Canterbury, their proxies, 'to give your consent to 
such things as shall be concluded here in relation to the pre- 
misses :' — which the Lower House of York accordingly did ; 
adding only one other name to the Prolocutor of Canterbury and 
the two Metropolitan Deans. f In this way, and in this only, 
the Convocation of York was a party to the Revision of 1661. 

Now it is clear, from one of the entries made by Sancroft in 
' Cosin's Book,'t sis well as from other internal evidence, that 
Sancroft acted as secretary, either to Cosin, or to the Convoca- 
tion, or to the Committee of Bishops ; § that his alterations of 
' Cosin's Book ' were made while he was so acting ; and that his 
own Book (of which Cosin's Book, as altered, was substantially 
the original) represents the state into which the Book of Common 
prayer was brought, during that stage of the process of Revi- 
sion, or some part of it, by the Upper House of Canterbury. If 
so, it seems necessarily to follow, that 'Cosin's Book,' in its 
unaltered state, must be that which (according to Clarendon) 
was prepared and presented for the consideration of that House. 
Some part of the alterations included in * Sancroft's Book ' 
can only have been made by the Upper House itself: for the 
early part of the Liturgy was proceeded with at two sittings of 
that House on the 21st of November, || before the first meeting

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of the Committee : — and it is, therefore, far from improbable, 
that in * Bancroft's Book ' we have really the whole result of the 
Bishops' Revision, as sent down by them to the Lower House ; * 
and that all variations from it, which appear in the ^ Convocation 
Book,' belong to later stages of the work. 

Under these circumstances, the influence which Cosin per- 
sonally exercised over the work of Revision cannot be measured 
(as Mr. Parker f seems, in part at least, to measure it) by the 
number of the changes entered in his * Book,' which were ulti- 
mately adopted. Very many of these changes (whatever may 
have been their origin) were verbal and trivial. Many others, 
of greater importance, } were (in one stage or other of the 
work of Convocation) rejected : and of these, some of the most 
considerable maybe inferred, from their agreement with passages 
in Cosin's ' Particulars,' or * Notes,'§ to have been suggested by 
him. Contemporary writers, such as Baxter || and Burnet,ir 
ascribed the prevailing influence to Sheldon, Morley, and Hench- 
man ~ who (above all the other bishops) possessed the confidence 
both of the King and of Lord Clarendon.** Neal, ft ^^ tbe next 
century, wishing to note for reprobation those who were reputed 
by the Puritans to have been the chief authors and promoters 
of the Act of Uniformity, mentions the same three names, with 
seven others ; of which Sparrow's is, but Cosin's is not one. 

The Tabular List or Conspectus,} J prefixed to the * Convoca- 
tion Book,' and bound up in it when sent to the House of

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Lords,* shows all the alterations and additions, then thought 
material, which had been made by Convocation at the time when 
it was drawn up : — and it would require a theological micro- 
scope of high magnifying power, to find in these (of which 
some were afterwards withdrawn) any substantial change of the 
doctrinal balance of the former Liturgy. The alteration of the 
* Ornaments Rubric ' could not have been (as it was) omitted t 
from that list, if it had been then supposed to alter the law as 
it stood under the 25th section of the Act of 1559, and the 
^ Advertisements ' and Canons, or to determine in a particular 
way any question as to that law which may have been then 
regarded as open to controversy. Mr. Parker} seems to think, 
that Cosin had some such purpose : but it will probably appear 
to most people, that such a purpose would not have been 
creditable to the good faith of any one who was a party to the 
list ; and there is nothing in the character of Cosin to justify 
such an opinion, if the fact were material. But why should 
the purpose of Cosin be more material, on such a point, than 
that of Wren, or Sparrow, or of any other considerable person 
among the Revisers? The Committee of Bishops met at 
Wren's house ; and Sparrow took an active and influential 
part, both at the Savoy Conference,§ and on some of the most 
important Committees || appointed by Convocation during the 
course of the work of Revision. Wren, according to Clarendon,ir 
had the reputation of being ^very learned, and particularly 
versed in the old Liturgies of the Greek and Latin Churches ;' 
he had rested part of his Defence,** when impeached in 1641, 
upon the 'Advertisements,' as authorised by the 25th section 
of the Act of Elizabeth: and, in a paper of suggestions ft

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carefully prepared for the work of 1661, he had made this 
remark upon the reference to the Act of 1549 in the ^Orna- 
ments Rubric :' — * There is somewhat in this Act^ that now 
may not be used.^ Sparrow had published, in 1655, a learned 
treatise on the Liturgy : * and, in 1661, he ^ humbly pre- 
sented to the Convocation ' f his * Collection of Articles,' &c. 
(of which the * Advertisements ' formed part), * to vindicate the 
Church of England, and to promote uniformity and peace in the 
same.' He was made Bishop of Exeter in 1667, and trans- 
lated to Norwich in 1676. In the second edition of the 
* Rationale ' % (published in 1684, the year before his death), 
he referred to the * Advertisements ' as still in force, and neces- 
sary to be taken into account for a correct understanding of 
the law as to the ^ Ornaments ' of Ministers in the Church. 

There is, in reality, much more reason for believing, not only 
that the bishops generally in 1661, but that Cosin himself, at 
that time and afterwards, concurred in this view, than there 
is for a contrary opinion. Cosin's 'Particulars to be con- 
sidered,' &c., had been written when he was under the per- 
suasion that the ^Advertisements' were invalid, and the use 
of the Edwardian vestments obligatory in law. He there § 
suggested that the ' Ornaments ' referred to in the Rubric should 
bo 'particularly named and set forth, that there might be no 
difference about them.' In his 'Book'|| (which, as has been 
above shown, did not represent his views only) the precise words 
of the present ' Ornaments Rubric ' were written, with a videlicet 
after them, and a blank partially filled up (the surplice alone 
being mentioned) ; so as to show that the bishops who prepared 
that book meant to recommend a specification of all legal

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^ ornaments ; ' or, at least, to suggest the question, whether 
such a specification might not be desirable. The blank so left 
might have been afterwards filled up (if any one had thought 
fit to propose it), either with the particulars mentioned in the 

* Advertisements,' or with those of King Edward's First Book. 
But the Bishops in Convocation * (for whatever reason) de- 
cided against any specification ; and their reason for putting 
that Rubric into its present form was thus stated by Sancroft, 
both in * Cosin's ' and in his own book : ' These are the words 
of the Act itself;^ adding a reference to the penultimate (or 25th) 
section of the Act of 1559, as printed '^wpra.'f It clearly was 
not then contemplated, that the clause of the Act of 1559, so 
referred to, would be repealed or become inoperative : because in

which was printed at the beginning of it : among which were 
two amendments of the 25th and 26th sections, for the purpose 
of making it clear, that the powers, thereby given to Queen 
Elizabeth, might be exercised by the King, his heirs and suc- 
cessors.

There is no trace, in any part of Cosin's * Notes ' or * Particu- 
lars,' of what has been sometimes called the ^ maximum and 
minimum ' theory : on the contrary, he everywhere favours the 
principle of a strict uniformity, and of making law and usage

vocation itself, on the 21st November, of the words, * at all times of their 
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agree. In his Articles of Inquiry * at the Visitation of the clergy 
of his diocese in 1662, the law as to the use of the surplice, 
contained in the ^Advertisements' and the 58th Canon, was 
assumed to be in force, and to be consistent with a strict obser- 
vance of the directions of the Book of Common Prayer. He 
inquired (in the very words which had just been for the first 
time introduced into the * Ornaments Rubric'), whether the 
church wardens had provided * a large and decent surplice for 
the minister to wear at all times of his public ministration 
in the Church ;' whether there was ' a hood or tippet for the 
minister to wear over his surplice, if a graduate ;' whether the 
minister *used any other words or form than what was pre- 
scribed by the Book of Common Prayer '....* at the 
reading of the Communion service, and the administration of 
the two Sacraments ;' whether he ' did all these without omission, 
addition, or alteration of any of them, using all the rites and 
ceremonies appointed in that book ;' and, * Doth he always, at 
the reading or celebrating any divine office' in the church, 
* constantly wear the surplice and other ecclesiastical habit 
according to his degree, and doth he never omit it ?' 

These Articles have a history of their own. On the 21st of 
June, 1661,t the Upper House of Convocation had appointed a 
Committee, at which Cosin was desired to assist, to prepare a 
standard form of Articles for Episcopal Visitations. On the 
22nd February, 1661-2,t Cosin, individually, was charged with 
the same duty; and on the 8th of March, 1661-2,§ Cosin, 
' secundum mandatum ei datum, et curam ei commissam, intro- 
duxit et tradidit in manus Domini Praesidentis librum Articu- 
lorum Visitationem concernentium, alias per eum conceptum ' : —

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which was thereupon referred, for revision, to Archbishop 
Juxon. Mr. Parker,* with much reason, supposes the book so 
delivered in by Cosin to have contained his own Visitation 
Articles of that year : and he adds, * Visitation Articles issued 
by seventeen bishops during the year 1662 are extant, and, on 
comparison, are found very similar to those of Bishop Cosin.' 
The typical form was, indeed. Bishop Morley's, administered 
soon afterwards to the (iiocese of Winchester ;t which may, 
possibly, represent the result of the reference of Cosin's Articles 
to the Archbishop. The proceedings of Convocation on the 
4th of March, 1664-5 % (the same Convocation which had 
settled the form of the Revised Prayer-Book, though in a later 
Session) are also material ito' a Jitst appreciation of the Visitation 
Articles of that period. The President (Sheldon, then Arch- 
bishop), 

'Yoluit onmes Episcopos sues confratres ad exhibendam omnem 
quamcunque curam et diligentiam, ut quilibet ministri, vel rectores 
vel vicarii, sen eorum curati, cujuslibet ecclesisB in et per eorum 
respective dioeceses, divinas preces juxta formam libri publicarum 
precum in ed parte stabiliti, distinct^ et plenarie, absque aliqua 
omissione earondem in aliqua parte, sujperpelliceis indutis, discreto 
ordine peragant.' 

The * Ornaments Rubric ' did not then (and does not now) 
stand alone in its omission to notice other laws, by which its 
eflFect might be qualified, and with which its terms, taken 
literally, might seem inconsistent. The two first Rubrics of the 
marriage service § (the form of one of which, like that of the 
* Ornaments Rubric,' was varied in 1661-2) took no notice of 
the power of the Ordinary to dispense, by licence or otherwise,

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with the publication of banns ; but, according to the natural con- 
struction of their language, seemed imperatively to require such 
publication in every case, and to prohibit the solemnization of 
matrimony in any case without it. This did not escape Cosin's 
observation ; and he desired accordingly to alter those Rubrics. 
In his * Particulars to be considered,'* &c., he suggested the 
addition of certain words as necessary 'to secure' ministers, 
celebrating matrimony under a bishop's licence without banns, 
* from the penalty contained in the Act of Uniformity ;' and in 
his * Book 't eflFect was proposed to be given to that suggestion, 
by adding to the first } of those Rubrics the words * unless the 
bishop shall upon due cause dispense therewith.' But the 
bishops in Convocation rejected this, as in their judgment 
unnecessary. It does not appear to have been supposed, after 
this was done, that the Act of 1662, by confirming these 
Matrimonial Rubrics, took away from the clergy the power of 
solemnizing marriages by licence without banns, or relieved 
them from the obligation to do so. 

What the Puritans of the seventeenth century really believed 
to be the law as to * ornaments,' it might be difficult to determine. 
In their * Millenary Petition '§ of 1603, they only asked 'that 
the cap and surplice might not be urged,' and in their 'First 
Address and Proposals' of 1660, || that 'the use of the surplice 
might be abolished.' One of their most elaborate pamphlets of 
1661 ('A Discourse of Liturgies,' &c.) says expressly: 'Tis 
true, the number of ceremonies retained in our Church, pre- 
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tending to any legal authority, is bttt small : — The Surplis, the 
Cross, and kneeling at Sacrament, are (we think) all.'* ' 

The Kingt in 1660 (not without the concurrence of the leading 
i)ishops]:) promised toleration to those who would not use the 
surplice, except in the Royal Chapel, cathedral and collegiate 
churches, and colleges in the universities. To give eflFect to this 
jMEomise, his Majesty, on the 17th March, 1661-2,§ sent a 
message to the House of Lords by the Lord Chancellor, with 
the form of a * proviso' which he desired to have introduced 
into the Act of Uniformity. This, and other clauses connected 
with it, which the Lords accordingly introduced, were rejected 
by the House of Commons ; and Mr. Parker || appears to have 
been unsuccessful in his endeavour to discover the text of 
them, which (as far as the present writer knows) has never 
yet been published. They are, however, preserved If in the 
House of Lords among other papers connected with that Act ; 
and they seem to show conclusively, that the King, and the 
House of Lords, and the eminent lawyers by whom they were 
advised, understood the surplice to be the only ministerial 
garment prescribed for the parochial clergy under the Revised 
Prayer-book of 1661-2, from the use of which any dispensation 
could be required. 

The principal proviso was as follows : — 

' Provided always, that, notwithstanding anything in this Act (in 
regard to the gratious offers and promises, made by his Majesty

Majesty sball be suf&ciently informed and satisfied, that no sucb 
minister sball be deprived or lose bis benefice or otber spiritual 
promotion for not wearing the surplicey or for not signing witii tbe sign 
of tbe cross in baptism, and so as be permit and be at tbe charge of 
some otber licensed minister to perform tbat office towards such 
children wbose parents shall desire the same, and so as sucb ministers 
shall not defieune the Liturgy, rites, or ceremonies established in the 
Church of England, or any person for using them, by preaching, 
writing, speaking, or otherwise, upon pain of forfeiting the benefit of 
the dispensation. And be it further Enacted that sucb dispensation as 
aforesaid, being granted by bis Majesty, shall be a sufficient exemption 
from sucb deprivation, in the cases aforesaid : Always understood, that 
this indulgence be not thought or interpreted to be an argument of bis 
Majesty's indifference in the use of tbose ceremonies when enjoined, 
though indifferent in their own nature ; but of bis compassion towards 
tbe weakness of the Dissenters, wbicb be hopes will in time prevail 
witb tbem for a full submission to tbe Church, and to tbe example of 
tbe rest of their brethren.' 

There was also added a further saving clause to that part of 
tbe Bill, by wbicb a declaration of assent and consent to tbe 
Book of Common Prayer was required from the clergy, in these 
words : — 

-Nevertheless, for such persons only, with whom bis Majesty, 
before the Feast of St. Bartholomew, which sball be in tbe year of 
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onr Lord God, 1662, shall dispense according to the intent of the 
proviso in that behalf hereinafter in this present Act contained, 
there may be a clause added to the end of the said declaration of 
assent in the words following, viz. : " Other than as to mch {kings 
only, contained and prescribed in the said book, for which the King's 
most excellent Majesty hath dispensed with me according to a proviso 
contained in the Act of Uniformity, and according to the intent of 
the same proviso." ' 

Among the reasons* of the House of Commons for rejecting 
these provisoes the following seem noteworthy. 

^ That it would unavoidably establish schism ; all persons of 
different inclinations would apply to such as should have this 
liberty, and that necessarily make parties, especially in great 
cities;' that 'these two ceremonies of the cross and surplice 
were long in use in the Church ;' and that it was ' better to 
impose no ceremonies than to dispense with any,' and * very 
incongruous, at the same time, when you are settling uniformity, 
to establish schism.' 



The controversy as to what is called * the Eastward posi- 
tion,' has involved in its scope not only the Rubric before the 
Prayer of Consecration (which first assumed its present form in 
1661, and apparently was then regarded only as a * change 
in a Rubric for the better performing of the service,' in conse- 
quence of the directions then introduced as to the 'manual 
acts'),t but also the two last J of the series of Rubrics 
prefixed to the Communion service, which Mr. Parker desig- 
nates the 'Table' and the 'North-side' Rubrics. Neither 
of these was at that time altered ; but alterations in both of 
them had been contemplated until a stage in the process of

that List was made out ; in which the 
^ manual acts ' are mentioned.

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Revision, later than the completion of the fair transcript of the 
whole Prayer-book intended to be subscribed by the bishops and 
clergy, and the List of Alterations and Additions prefixed to the 
* Convocation Book.' In the text of the latter book, and of the 
book annexed to the Act of Uniformity, those alterations now 
appear cancelled, but they still remain uncancelled in the 
List.* 

A theory, at variance with all the evidence which exists on this 
subject, has found favour with Mr. Parker,t and with some other 
writers ; viz. that these particular alterations were in the boolc 
subscribed by the bishops and clergy, when it left the Convo- 
cadcm, and was presented to the King ; but that they were after- 
wards objected to and struck out, either by the King, or during 
the passage of the Bill of Uniformity through Parliament. Mr. 
Parker :( inclines to the opinion that this was done while the book 
was in the hands of the King, and that the responsibility of the 
corrections so made elsewhere was assumed by the Committee of 
the House of Lords, and was attributed to them by Convocation. 

The evidence applicable to the time when the book was in 
the King's hands consists of the King's own public declaiaH 
tions, and of the Acts of Convocation during the same period. 
The former show affirmatively, and the latter negatively, that 
the book was sent by the King to the House of Lords in exactly 
the same state in which he had received it from Convocation. He 
said so himself expressly, both in his message § to the House of 
Lords accompanying the book on the 25th of February, and ia 
his speech || to the House of Commons on the 3rd of March, 
1661-2. The Convocation IT continued sitting throughout Janu- 
ary and February. If any part of the book had been then dis-

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approved, the natural course would have been to send it back 
for review ; for which there was ample time.* But nothing of 
the kind was done. 

The Journals of the two Houses of Parliament, and the Com- 
mittee-Book of the House of Lords, enable us to trace with 
exactness everything that was done after the book left the hands 
of the King. 

The House of Lords did not take up the Bill of Uniformity 
(which had been sent to them from the Commons, with the old 
Prayer-Book annexed, in the July preceding f) till January 
1661-24 On the 17th of that month they referred it to a Select 
Committee,§ who did nothing till they had before them the 
Revised Book, which was received from the King on the 25th of 
February. II Having, on that day,ir considered the King's mes- 
sage, they met again on the 27th ; ** when their first act was to 
note for correction certain clerical omissions (to which there will 
be occasion to recur) in the titles of four Psalms and in one 
Rubric — omissions probably pointed out by some member of the 
Committee (which included eight bishops) who had found an 
opportunity of carefully examining the book. Bishop Morley 
(who was on the Committee) then made this motion : — 

^ That the Coramittee may read the book, not with intent to make 
alterations, but, if any reasonable matter shall be objected to, that

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it may be referred back to the same authority which first altered it, 
to remedy what shall be thought fit to be amended." ' 

After debating that motion, the Committee decided not to 
read the book at ally but to confine themselves to the Bill ; and 
they proceeded to pass resolutions * as to the frame of the Bill, 
and to instruct Mr. Justice Hyde and the Attorney-General 
(who attended them under an order of the House made on the 
same day t), to carry these resolutions into eflFect. They sat on 
four subsequent days; on two} of which it was proposed to 
read the alterations in and additions to the Book ; but that pro- 
position, on the first occasion, was not put, and on the second 
was rejected. They reported the Bill to the House on the 13th 
of March,§ saying that * they had made amendments and altera- 
tions in the Bill; and had, in their amendments and alterations, 
made the Bill relate to the Book recommended hy the King to the 
House^ and not to the Book brought with the Bill from the House 
of Commons.' 

The House of Lords, on receiving this Report, immediately 
resolved || ^ that the alterations and additions in the Book of 
Common Prayer, flw it came recommended hy his Majesty^ might 
be read, before the alterations and amendments in the Bill were 
read.' This was accordingly done ;ir and when it was finished **

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the House passed a vote of thanks to the bishops and clergy 
for their work. On the 17th of March* it was resolved unani- 
mously, * that the Book that hath been transmitted to this House 
from the King shall be the Book to which the Act of Uniformity 
shall relate.' All the subsequent proceedings of the Lords on 
that and seven later days f (including a recommitment, conse- 
quent on the King's message as to the Toleration clauses,) related 
exclusively to the preamble and clauses of the Bill, which was 
read a third time and sent back to the House of Commons on 
the 9th of April.J 

The House of Commons on the 14th of April read through § 
* the amendments in the Book of Common Prayer sent down 
from the Lords' — evidently from the ' Convocation Book;' and 
on the next day || appointed a Select Committee to collate the 
Annexed Book with the book of 1604, and see whether there 
was any difierence between them besides those amendments. 
It may be assumed, from what followed,ir that this Committee 
(which reported the next day) found no such difference. Their 
Report has not been preserved, but it is not unlikely that they 
may have taken notice of the error, afterwards corrected, in the 
Rubric as to the salvation of baptized children dying before the 
commission of actual sin. Whether this was so or not, the House 
on the 16th of April ** voted, by a majority of 96 to 90, that 
' debate should not be admitted ' to * the amendments made hy the 
Convocation in the Book of Common Prayer^ and sent down hy the 
Lords to this House f at the same time voting unanimously that 
those amendments * mighty by order of this House, have been

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debated.' The rest of the proceeding's in the House of Com- 
mons* were strictly confined to the clauses of the Bill.; which 
was returned to the House of Lords on the 30th of April, f with 
reasons for disagreeing to some of the Lords' amendments to the 
Bill, of which the Toleration clauses were the chief. 

At the end of the Conference which followed, the manager 
for the House of Commons pointed out the change of the word 
* children ' to * persons ' (in what had been the Pre-Confirmation, 
but had now become the Post-Baptismal Rubric), as (what he 
conceived to be) * a mistake of the writer ;' and it is added in 
the Journals of the House of Commons, that ^ they desired the 
Lords would take a way to consider how it might be amended.'^ 
The Lords § agreed to all that the Commons had done ; and 
Bishop Cosin informed them that he, with the Bishops of St. 
Asaph and Carlisle, * had authority from the Convocation to 
mend the said word ; averring it was only a mistake of the 
scribe. || And accordingly they came to the clerks' table and 
amended the same.' If No communication to the House of 
Commons of that amendment was thought necessary, and on 
the 19th of May the Act of Uniformity received the Royal

Assent. 

It is strange that, in the face of proofs so complete as these to 
the contrary, it should still be asserted, that ^ changes, some 
trifling, some of the utmost importance, were made in the House 
of Lords.' **

On the 5th of March,§ the attention of the Upper House of 
Convocation was called to these corrections — for Parliament had 
neither made, nor directed, any others — as ' nonnuUas emenda- 
tiones sive alterationes alias in libro publicarum precum per 
domum Parliamenti || factas:' and the Bishops of St. Asaph, 
Carlisle, and Chester, were then (by the assent of both Houses) 
charged with the duty * revisionis earundem alterationum,' and 
invested with full powers ^ ad emendandas et corrigendas easdem 
alterationes.' Mr. Parker IT thinks this could not have been

necessary ^ for the alteration of Roman numerals, or repeating 
a correction which had been made in one part, in another where 
it had accidentally not been made.' ' It seems ' (he proceeds to 
say) *only reasonable to suppose that there must have been 
much more important changes made after Convocation had 
signed the book ; viz., after December 20th. And, if so, what 
were they ? ' 

This, however, is a very gratuitous hypothesis. The book, 
as it stood, had been subscribed by the two Convocations.* 
To make that subscription applicable to it in a different state, 
the same authority was necessary, however trivial the corrections 
might seem. That it was, in fact, considered to be so, seems 
plain, from the terms of Bishop Morley's motion in the Com- 
mittee of the House of Lords, made immediately after those 
particular errors had been iloted. The words of delegation, ^ ad 
emendandas et corrigendas easdem alterationes,' were exactly 
suitable for such a purpose. If changes of substance had been 
in question, the judgment of Convocation upon them would, 
doubtless, have been more directly expressed ; though a delega- 
tion of powers might still have been necessary for the manual 
operation of embodying those changes in the book, so as to 
preserve the integrity of the subscription. 

The proceedings in Convocation on the 21st of April f were 
the natural sequel of those on the 5th of March. The Bishop 
of Chester had died : and the error in the Post-Baptismal Rubric 
had then been discovered. It was suggested that the Lord 
Chancellor's advice should be taken, as to some way in which 
that error might be corrected, ' per Domum Communitatis Par-

scribed by the Archbishop, and the t Introduction, p. 478 ; Gibson's 

Bishops of Durham and Carlisle, and * Syn. Angl.* p. 229 ; Mr. Parker leaves 

by six proxies for the Lower House a blank for the name, which in Gibson 

(not the same as those appointed in tlie is ' dominus episcopus Dunelmen.* 
preceding November). See Introduc- 
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liamenti.' But it was thought better to appoint Bishop Cosin 
to the vacant place on the delegacy which had been constituted 
on the 5th of March : obviously, with a view to deal with this 
newly-discovered error, as the errors discovered on the 27th of 
February had been dealt with. The result was, the correction 
recorded in the Lords' Journals of the 8th of May ; and it can- 
not be doubted that the oversights noted on the 27th of February 
had also been corrected by the hand of one or more of the 
delegates of Convocation, though in a less public way.* 

The extrinsic evidence being thus opposed to the hypothesis 
of any changes (except these corrections of clerical errors) having 
been made in the * Annexed Book ' after the 20th of December, 
1661, it remains to consider the internal evidence; for which 
purpose some general view of the other alterations which were 
made in the ^Annexed Book,' after it was first transcribed, 
seems necessary. 

Those alterations were of two kinds: — first, such as were 
found requisite to make those parts of the ^Annexed Book 
which had been transcribed from some other copy correspond 
with the * Convocation Book,' of which it was represented to be 
a fair transcript (though it, in fact, only became so by collation 
and correction) ; and, secondly, those which were made both in 
the * Annexed Book ' and in the ' Convocation Book,' after the 
two had been compared together, and had been found, in those 
places, to correspond. 

Of the former kind it is necessary here to speak only to 
distinguish them from the latter. It had been unavoidable (as 
Mr. Parker t shows), from pressure of time, to put the Tran-

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script in hand before the changes in the * Convocation-Book * 
were completed : and, for this purpose, one or more copies were 
used, in some parts of which variations of the text, not acci- 
dental, and certainly not authorised by Convocation, occurred. 
Of these (which passed into the Transcript, but were corrected 
on its comparison with the * Convocation Book ') Mr. Parker * 
gives examples ; to which more might be added. 

Of the second class, some were additions (in Sancroft's hand- 
writing) which Mr. Parker f himself does not doubt to have been 
made in the * Annexed Book ' before it received the signatures 
of the bishops and clergy, and one of which, at least, was of 
no little importance. % The rest (including those in the * Table- 
Rubric' and the * North-side Rubric') were, altogether, six in 
number. To ascertain the stage of the Revision to which they 
belong, nothing more seems necessary than to pay regard, not to 
some only, but to all of them ; for which purpose, it is convenient 
to describe them, following the order of the book. 

1. In the * Prayer for Fair Weather,' § the adjective * kindly ' 
was added before * weather,' in the margin of the * Convocation 
Book,' and was copied into the Transcript. In both it was 
afterwards struck out. 

2. The * Table-Rubric ' || • was altered, in both books, so as to 
stand : — * The Table at the Communion-time having a fair 
white linen cloth upon it shall stand in the most convenient place 
in the upper end of the chancel (or of the body of the churchy where

restoring the Rubric (with two trivial verbal changes) as it stood 
before. But those trivial verbal changes show that the cancella- 
tion was first made in the * Convocation Book,' in which the

old words were written back exactly as Mr. Parker* gives them, 
viz. with * Prayer ' repeated after * Morning^ as well as ' Even- 
ing^ and the verb * fe,' not ' are.^ The first * Prayer ' {i. e. after 

* Morning') was then struck out, and *Je' was changed to 

* are.' t The restoration in the * Annexed Book ' follows, without 
any intermediate change, the latter form : — viz. * where Morning 
and Evening Prayer are appointed to be said.' 

3. The ' North-side Rubric ' $ was altered, by substituting the 
words, * on the North party for * at the North-side.' This alteration 
was cancelled in both books, and the old words were restored. 

4. In the First Commandment § (Communion Office), after 
the words, * I am the Lord thy God,' there was added, in both 
books, * who brought thee out of the land of Egypt^ and out of 
the house of bondage.^ In both books this addition was can- 
celled ; the word * dehnduniy || (afterwards itself obliterated) 
being written against it in the margin of the ' Convocation 
Book ' only. (Mr. Parker IT erroneously reads this word * debate, 
and founds a note upon that error.) 

5. The Preface to the * Prayer for the Church Militant ' ** was 
altered in both books to ' Let us pray for the good estate of the

6. In the short Exhortation^ before the general Confession 
in the Communion Office, the words, * Draw near,' were imme- 
diately followed, in the former Prayer-book, by these: *and 
take this holy Sacrament,' &c. On the Revision, the words, ^ in 
full assurance offaith, were introduced, in both the * Convoca- 
tion' and the * Annexed' books, after *Draw near;' but ^with* 
was afterwards substituted in both, for * in full assurance of; ' 
which was cancelled. 

In these six places great pains have been taken to make 
almost all the cancelled words illegible : and the similarity of 
the way in which the manual operation has been performed in 
all of them might alone justify the conclusion that all the 
cancellations were made at the same time. The inference seems 
irresistible, that they were, in fact, all made before the signature 
of the book ; three of them (Nos. 1, 4, and 6) being of such a 
nature, that no reasonable man could seriously imagine that 
they originated with the King's advisers, or with either House of 
Parliament ; and three (Nos. 2, 4, and 5,) appearing to have been 
first made, or ordered to be made, in the * Convocation Book.' 

The revocation of all these alterations must have been later 
than the preparation of the List of Alterations and Additions 
prefixed to the * Convocation Book;' and the List itself cannot 
have been afterwards revised ; because all of them (except No. 1

* Oosin's ' and * Sancroffs ' books. 
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which was too trivial to be mentioned in it) now appear uncan- 
celled in that List.* They were all, therefore, reconsidered, 
and cancelled, in the latest stage of the work of Convocation. 

If probabilities are considered, nothing can be more likely 
than that those * second thoughts,* which are, proverbially, often 
best, should have led Convocation to this change of purpose, as 
to the * Table ' and the ' North-side ' Rubrics. As to the latter, 
some fluctuation of mind is at once seen on a comparison of 
* Cosin's,' * Bancroft's,' and the * Convocation ' books.f We 
know from Clarendon that the more conservative bishops 
were against unnecessary change. The proposed alterations of 
both these Rubrics must have appeared unnecessary to those 
who thought the arguments sound, by which Heylyn, Laud, 
Wren, and Cosin himself, had formerly defended the practice on 
those points of the higher school of Churchmen ; and, if 
unnecessary, objectionable, because appearing to surrender, by 
implication, the ground so formerly taken. 

Heylyn J thought he had triumphantly answered Bishop 
Williams in 1637, as to the ' North-side Rubric,' when he 
appealed to the Latin translation, authorised by Queen Eliza- 
beth under the Great Seal in 1560 § for use in all the Colleges 
of the Universities ; in which the rendering was, * ad cujus menscB 
septenirionalem partem : ' — and when he said : — 

' There is no difference, in this case, between the North end and 
the North side, which both come to one. For in all quadrilateral 
and quadrangular figures, whether they be a perfect square, which 
geometricians call quadratum, or a long square (as commonly our 
communion-tables are), which they call ohlongum, it is plain that, if

name of ends.' 

Wren used similar arguments in his ^Defence'* in 1641, 
concluding, that * North part^ North side, and North end, were 
all one/ And Cosin,t in his own * Defence' in the same year 
said, that ^ he did not ever officiate with face purposely towards 
the East ; but he constantly stood at the North side or end of 
the table to read and perform all parts of the Communion 
Service there.' 

It may be added, that the change of the * Table-Rubric ' to 
the form which was ultimately cancelled would have done both 
more and less than place beyond controversy the lawfulness of 
the position of the table favoured by the High-Church party, and 
which, under the book of 1661-2 (as it was actually settled), 
before long found general acceptance. It would have made any 
other position than that at the upper end of the chancel (where 
there was any chancel) unlawful ; and might, by so doing, have 
increased the risk, which the bishops and clergy manifestly 
sought to avoid, of raising inconvenient discussions upon the 
text of the Revised book in Parliament. On the other hand, it 
would not, by itself, have decided the question which was chiefly 
raised in Bishop Williams's letter to the Vicar of Grantham ; 
viz., whether, assuming the table to stand at the upper end of 
the chancel, its longer sides ought, or ought not, to be placed 
at right angles to the east wall of the church. 

The changes introduced into the * Prayer of Consecration,' 
and the Rubrical direction preceding it with reference to the 
^Manual Acts,' do not appear to have been, in 1661-2, the 
subject of any contention. If that Rubric had been then under- 
stood to enjoin the * Eastward position,' this might probably

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have been otherwise ; but if it was in that respect neutral (so 
long as what it expressly directed was done), it might honestly 
be regarded as introducing no. important change. The ^ Manual 
Acts' themselves (to which it was evidently meant to be sub- 
sidiary,) were then practised* and approved by all parties 
in the Church, though they had not been, in or since 1552, 
expressly enjoined. One of the Puritan exceptions to the book 
of 1604 at the Savoy Conference was, that * the manner of con- 
secrating the elements was not explicit and distinct enough ; 
and the minister's breaking the bread was not so much as men- 
tioned.'! To this the bishops agreed ;$ consenting, *that the 
manner of consecrating the elements may be made more explicit 
and express ; and, to that purpose, these words be put into the 
Rubric : — " Then shall he put his hand upon the Bread and 
break it ; " — " Then shall he put his hand unto the cup." ' In 
Baxter's form of Liturgy, presented to the Conference, § (in 
which the elements, after consecration, were spoken of as ' now 
no common bread and wine, but Sacramentally the Body and 
Blood of Christ ') there was this direction : — * Then let the 
minister take the bread, and break it in the sight of the people, 
saying,' &c. ; and, ' in like manner let him take the cup, and 
pour out the wine in the sight of the congregation, saying,' &c. 
There is a commentary in the second series of Cosin's * Notes' || 
upon the words, ' Took bread .... took the cup ;' from which 
light may be derived as to that Bishop's views on the same 
subject. Speaking of the Roman practice of elevation, he there 
said : —

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not a lifting up of the bread and wine (as soon as they were sacra- 
mentally hallowed) over the priest's head ; nor were the people then 
appointed to fall down and adore them, as the very Body and Blood 
of Christ held up between the priest*s fingers and set down again 
upon the table, which is more than any priest of them all can do ; 
but this only was the order or custom of the Church: affcer the 
elements were consecrated, the priest and the deacon together held 
them in their hands, and showed them to the people. (In the order 
of Sarum, heretofore used in the Church of England, the priest is 
appointed only to elevate the consecrated elements, usqiie ad frontemy 
ut apopvlo videri possint ; * no mention of the people adoring is at that 
time made.) And other elevation or ostension than this they had 
none.' 

Then (after quoting two passages from ^ Nicolaus Cabasilas,' 
of which the last is * ostensis Sanctis^ vocat illos qui participare 
voluerintf) he added : * Which order and custom, in effect^ is by 
us still observed.' 

The early translations f of the book of 1661-2 may in some 
degree help to show how the phrases, * before the table,' and 
* before the people,' in the Rubric prefixed to the * Prayer of 
Consecration,' were then commonly understood. In the Welsh 
version of 1664 (which is of high authority, having been made 
under the 27th clause of the Act of Uniformity J), the render- 
ing is, * yn sefyll wrth y htorddy and * yngwydd y Bohl; ' the pre- 
position in the former place being (as has been stated to the 
writer by competent Welsh scholars) equivalent to * a^ ' and that 
in the latter to ' in the sight of^ The Greek translation of 1665, 
by Duport, Dean of Peterborough and Greek Professor at 
Cambridge, dedicated to Archbishop Sheldon, is efj/irpoaOev t?}?

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1662,* was directed to be used, as soon as it should be printed, 
at the Savoy and in all the parish churches of the Channel 
Islands) is, * a la tabled and * devant le yeuple,^ The Latin, 
* edited ' in 1670 by the same John Durel, and dedicated f to the

These ' Notes ' have, of course, no value, beyond that of the 
sources of information from which they are taken ; to which 
references have been throughout given ; so that they may easily 
be verified, and (if in any point erroneous) corrected. All such 
inquiries will probably appear to many to be * labor ineptianim.^ 
Nothing, however, which seriously interests considerable bodies 
of educated men, particularly clergymen, of more than one 
school of thought, can justly be regarded as without some 
practical importance.
